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However, it is the spiritual realm of 
knowledge of which we are now thinking 
particularly. Books, allusions and phrase- 
ology of which can be understood only by 
the highly educated, are undesirable when 
a little pains born of Christian humility 
would bring them within the range of a 
more general mental capacity. The same 
is true of biblical interpretation, which des- 
pises the ancient dictum, “When the plain 
sense makes good sense, seek no other 
sense,” and preaching which “goes over the 
peoples’ heads.” These are the things of 
which “common people,” such as those who 
heard Christ gladly (Mark 12:37), have 
just cause to complain in our day. 

We were struck by the reason given by 
the secular editor for the popularizing of 
knowledge. It was that American scholar- 
ship is largely supported by the zeal of the 
democratic individual for knowledge and 
self-improvement. He pays the public 
taxes and contributes of his income pri- 
vately as well, in order to support the 
schools and colleges that produce the 
scholars. Why then should not the schol- 
ars feel it their grateful duty to repay him 
by the communication of their requirements 
in terms that he can understand. Transfer 
this to the region of divine truth, and it 
should shame a lot of us preachers and 
teachers out of our “pedantic snobbish- 
ness,” if we are chargeable with it.

A friend has sent us a copy of a period- 
ical called Living Links, a quarterly of the 
English Merchant Service Officers Chris- 

tian Association, and we are 
A Christian interested in it because its 
Sea editor is a sea captain. His 
Captain name is Carré—E. G. Carré, 

and our friend first met him 
when she and her husband were passen- 
gers on a British India S. S. bound for 
Rangoon from Penang. 

These friends had seats at the captain’s 
table, and to their surprise he arose and 
asked God’s blessing on the meal before it 
was served. They were glad to have it so, 
but they report that it was not equally well 
received by all their fellow passengers. 
Some were unconcerned, while others 
showed unveiled amusement. 

Another surprise came the next evening 
at the midweek service which was held 
on deck, and where instead of reading the 
perfunctory prayer book service as is the 
custom, the captain preached a gospel ser- 
mon, several of his staff being among his 
hearers. 

The captain has a stud: on the boat, with 
a good library, where he prepares his ser- 
mons and edits the Living Links. There 
is a photo of an opera singer on the wall, 
one who had found the Saviour through 
his witness while she was a passenger on 
one of his boats. 

Is he a good captain as well as a good 
Christian? Yes, he holds the record for 
transporting troops safely to the Dar- 
danelles during the World War. 

Dr. J. L. Kingman, the Methodist super- 
intendent of Missions for Madras, India, 
relates this story of Captain Carré. It 
seems that soon after the war he was trans- 
ferred to the India service, and while in 
that service, he one day observed his ves- 
sel being loaded with opium and he refused 
to carry it. For this he was demoted to a 
smaller vessel, that on which our friend 
first met him. He made no complaint, 
however, but continued to faithfully per- 
form his duties, and verily, he obtained his 
reward, for now he is commodore on the 
British-India flag ship. 

But here comes a thriller. Just as he 
was taking command of the flag ship in 
Madras harbor, he had a dream. He 
dreamed that a great storm had arisen, and 
that in a moment of extremity he had taken 
a great risk and given unusual orders to 
his subordinates which nevertheless had 
saved the ship from peril. This dream had 
followed his prayer on retiring, in which 
he had thanked God for giving him the 
ship and had besought Him for wisdom in 
the command of it. Like Paul on the 
Adriatic, he believed God had spoken to 
him in the dream and had shown him how 
to avoid the fury of a storm that might be 
approaching. 


Sure enough. The next day a sudden 
typhoon arose and panic spread through- 
out the shipping in the harbor. But against 
all precedent, and though the seafaring 
men regarded him as insane through fright, 
he started his ship in the direction revealed 
to him in his dream, with the result that 
his vessel was the only one saved in the 
storm! He was carried through the streets 
of the city on the shoulders of the British 
India officials. But he gave the glory to 
God to whom it belonged. 

We will not take space to point the moral 
of this story or adorn the tale. We just 
give it for what it is worth. And we think 
it is worth a great deal.

The Lindbergh parents are not the only 
ones who have had sleepless nights be- 
cause of the kidnapping of their dear 
child. Their prominence in the 
world caused a world’s sym- 
pathy for them, and hundreds 
and thousands of waking eyes 
miles and miles away who never saw the 
Lindberghs, testified thereto. Also there 
was another cause that kept such eyes 
awake, fear for their own offspring! Even 
Gene Tunney called for a police guard 
around his home to protect his baby while 
he was absent. And what of those by 
whom such a guard could not be obtained? 

All of which brings us to the question of 
the Lindbergh method to get back their 
child. To go over the head of constituted 
authorities and deal directly with gangsters 
was a bold proceeding which has brought 
the Lindberghs a loss of caste and strangely 
enough, that loss is in proportion to the 
loss of public respect for the efficiency of 
our recognized agencies of law. Only those 
who are unable to place themselves in the 
situation of the Lindberghs will seriously 
criticize or condemn them, and yet it re- 
mains that the public is disappointed that 
they took that step, because it weakens the 
confidence of the public still further in any 
form of governmental protection against 
the underworld—a confidence that has been 
undergoing a sapping process for more 
than a decade. 

We believe with the editorial opinion of 
more than one secular daily at this writing 
that “whether the gangster agents restore 
the baby or whether they fail to do so, 
crime’s triumph in this particular instance 
would seem to be complete.” And if thus 
complete it means more encouragement to 
crime everywhere and of every kind. 

What, then, is before us? We must 
either make terms with the underworld or 
so organize the forces of decency and re- 
spect for law as to destroy its power. The 
Lindbergh method is the first, and for the 
moment it seems to cost less. But will it 
be so in the end?

Shall Romans 6:23, “The wages of 
Wages sin is death,” and he went on

Sin is the cause of all the trouble 
in the world,” he truly added, “but that 
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trouble, serious as it is, is trifling in com- 
parison with the final penalty which sin 
brings.” In this world we may be able to 
“set by” in one way or another, but it is 
impossible to do so before the judgment 
seat of God. “Therefore,” as the preacher 
faithfully declared, “the thing now to do is 
to turn to the Lord Jesus Christ and accept 
him both as Saviour and Lord, whose blood 
‘cleanseth us from all sin.’ ” 

Happy are the people whose pastor in the 
pulpit will not waste their time and his 
own by discussions of the economic prob- 
lems of the day, but will take advantage of 
those problems to turn the hearts and minds 
of his people to the only One who is able to 
solve them and at the same time relieve us 
oi the heart distress which they produce.

And perhaps it explains 
why the early disciples “were called Chris- 
tians first in Antioch.” However, our use 
of “Buchmanism,” we assure Mr. Starbuck, 
is not intended to be discourteous, and cer- 





tainly we are not “traducers” of the move- 
ment. 

But before passing from the subject we 
should like to raise a question about Chris- 
tian Scientists being adherents of Buch- 
manism, as Mr. Starbuck relates. If the 
movement is at heart evangelical, and hence 
the group members believe that the blood 
of Jesus Christ and that alone cleanses us 
from sin, and if they bear open and public 
testimony to that truth, how can Christian 
Scientists hold fellowship with them? 
There may be an explanation of this which 
is quite satisfactory and consistent, but may 
we be forgiven if we hold our judgment 
in abeyance until we learn what it is?

Modern Assaults on the Bible 


The First of a Series of Six Articles 


The Trinity a Reasonable Doctrine 


By Prof. Leander S. Keyser, D.D., Springfield, Ohio 


EN we use the word “reason- 
able” we hope no one will align 
us with the rationalists. A ra- 


tionalist is one who places his 
reason above the Bible and wants to judge 
the Bible by it. But as his reason is an 
unregenerated or spiritually unenlightened 
reason, therefore it is prone to go wrong 
when exercised regarding spiritual mat- 
ters. “The natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they are 
foolishness unto him: neither can he know 
them, because they are spiritually dis- 
cerned” (I Cor. 2:14). 

Our attitude of mind is very different 
from that of the rationalist. This is our 
position: The distinctive doctrines of 
Christianity could not have been discovered 
by human reason; they are too profound 
and spiritual for that. They had to be 
divinely revealed. They are revealed in the 
Bible. After they have been thus revealed, 
and the mind has been spiritually enlight- 
ened by the Holy Spirit through this rev- 
elation, they can be shown to be in har- 
mony with the principles of right reason. 
The regenerated Christian does not believe 
that any Christian doctrine revealed in the 
Holy Scriptures is unreasonable. 


Revealed in the Bible 


Well, the doctrine of the Trinity is re- 
vealed in the Holy Scriptures. What rea- 
sons can be given for accepting this 
doctrine thus divinely made known to us? 
Perhaps a process of thinking on this sub- 
ject may even bring some glints of light 
to readers not yet regenerated—enough, let 
us hope, to lead them to Christ in humility 
and faith, and thus find Him to be “the 
way, the truth and the life.” 

First, the doctrine is clearly taught in 
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Prof. Leander S. Keyser, D.D. 


the Bible. If this can be shown, then we 
may say that the rejecter’s quarrel is with 
the Bible itself, not with evangelical be- 
lievers. But how does the Bible teach the 
Trinity, which has been accepted by the 
evangelical Church since the days of the 
apostles ? 

It teaches, first, that there is one God, 
that is, monotheism. Nowhere is there any 
intimation in the Bible that there is more 
than one God. The very first command- 
ment says: “I am the Lord thy God; thou 
shalt have no other gods before me. Hear, 
O Israel: the Lord our God is one Lord: 
and thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind” (Deut. 6:4, 5). Our 
Lord Jesus Christ repeated this doctrine 
and endorsed it: “Hear, O Israel; the 


Lord our God is one Lord” (Mark 12:29). 
Paul also said, “God is one” (Gal. 3:20). 
Thus the Holy Scriptures clearly teach the 
doctrine of the divine unity. 

However, a thorough study of the Bible 
brings out the fact that there are three per- 
sons who are called God and to whom 
divine attributes, divine names and divine 
worship are ascribed. Think of a few 
salient texts referring to Christ, the Son of 
the Father. “In the beginning was the 
Logos, and the Logos was with God, and 
the Logos was God. The same was in the 
beginning with God. And by him were all 
things made, and without him was not 
anything made that was made.... And 
Logos became flesh, and dwelt among us” 
(John 1:1, 2, 3, 14). Everybody must know 
from the context that the divine Logos here 
can be no other than Jesus Christ, who 
calls Himself the Son of God. 

Here is another significant text: “Be- 
hold, a virgin shall be with child, and she 
shall bring forth a son, and they shall calf 
his name Emmanuel, which being inter- 
preted is, God with us” (Matt. 1:23). That 
is, the babe which was to be born of the 
Virgin Mary was to be called God. The 
word “Emmanuel,” taken over from the 
Hebrew means literally “Elohim with us.” 
Where do we find the divine name Elo- 
him the first time in the Bible? In the 
very first verse, which says: “In the be- 
ginning God (Elohim) created the heaven 
and the earth.” 


No Subordination in the Trinity 


Thus our Lord Jesus Christ is called 
God. Not only so, but even during the 
period of His humiliation, He performed 
miracles which only a divine person could 
have performed.

So also, the Holy Spirit is represented 
as divine. The passages that teach this 
doctrine are numerous.- The baptismal 
formula, given by our Lord Himself, links 
the three persons of the Godhead together 
in a way to connote the doctrine of the 
Trinity: “Go teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” The word 
“name” is used only once, showing the 
unity of the Godhead, while the three per- 
sons are designated, proving His trinal 
personality. 

Lest some might read the doctrine of 
subordination into the baptismal formula 
on account of the order in which the three 
persons are mentioned, the Holy Spirit led 
Paul to change the order somewhat in what 
is known as the apostolic benediction, which 
is: “The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the communion 
of the Holy Ghost be with you all. Amen” 
(II Cor. 13:14). Here the Son is men- 
tioned before the Father. Moreover, Paul 
again and again uses the single benediction: 
“The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be 
with you” (Rom. 16:20, 24; I Cor. 16:23; 
Phil. 4:23), thus indicating his belief that 
Jesus was divine. 

Thus it is clear that the Bible teaches 
that God is both one and three. Is the 
Bible the kind of a book that would teach 
absurdities? When one remembers its 
lofty ethics, its marvelous doctrines, its 
teaching about the character, mercy and 
love of God, its power in saving thousands 
and millions of men and women from evil 
lives to good lives—when one remembers 
all these things can one rightfully hold that 
it would teach irrational and puerile doc- 
trines? Therefore we must go deeper. We 
must see whether such a book does not 
teach a doctrine of God that is too deep for 
mere human reason to discover, and yet 
that when it is divinely disclosed, is seen 
to be beautifully true and rational. 

Some one may ask, “How can God be 
both one and three?” Our reply is God 
is not one and three in the same respect, 
but one and three in different respects. 

To put it in essence as our ecumenical 
creeds express it, He is one in substance, 
three in hypostases; one in His Godhead, 
three in persons. The three persons are 
not three different entities or essences, but 
all of them inhere, exist and act in one and 
the same infinite spiritual substance. 

The confessors at the Nicene Diet put it 
very deeply and fundamentally when they 
said that the Father and Son were not 
homoiousios but homodusios, which means 
that they were not merely of similar sub- 
stance, but were the same substance. After- 
ward the same principle was asserted re- 
garding the Holy Spirit, when the doctrine 
of His deity was formally established as a 
confessional and evangelical doctrine. 


Illustrations Are Helpful 


No illustration is perfect but all help to 
illuminate. There are many things in the 
world which have both oneness and three- 
ness. For example, one plus one plus one 
equals three. How many figures are there 
on the right side of the equation mark? 
Only one—the figure 3. Yet it is com- 
posed of three units or ones. Thus we 
see that even a mathematical figure can be 
one in one respect and three in another re- 
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spect. So with the Godhead: He is one 
God and three persons. 

Place three separate articles together, 
say, three pieces of crayon, and you have 
one group and three pieces—one in one re- 
spect, three in another respect. In some 
ways matter is a triunity—energy, motion 
and phenomenon; and you cannot have 
matter as we know it without all three 
factors. A block of wood, or iron, or 
stone or any other material substance has 
three dimensions—length, breadth and 
thickness; and all three are necessary to 
have anything that occupies space. 

Of course, these are not perfect analo- 
gies, because they are mere impersonal es- 
sences, and do not have self-consciousness. 
But they do prove our contention that an 
entity may be one and three in different 
respects, and that, too, without any thought 
of the proposition being absurd. 

When we rise into the realm of mind 
and personality, we find our best illustra- 
tions, some of which seem to prove that 
their Creator must be triune in His im- 
minent being. Analyze, for example, the 
human mind. It is one; it always func- 
tions as a whole, as an integer; it cannot 
be divided into parts, as can a piece of 
material substance. And yet the mind has 
three major functioning powers, or facul- 
ties, which can be clearly differentiated. 
It has intellect, emotion and will; that is, 
it can think, feel and choose. Yet it is 
only one mind as to its essence; and the 
intellect is the whole mind, the emotion is 
the whole mind, the will is the whole mind; 
and yet all of them constitute but one mind. 

And then there is the great mystery of 
self-consciousness. 
process of coming to self-awareness, what 
do we find? First, we find the subjective 
ego (I, Ihood) ; second, the objective ego; 
third, we find the percipient ego. And yet, 
marvel of marvels! there is only one ego. 
The power of self-knowing seems to bear 
upon it the stamp and seal of threeness in 
oneness. Perhaps it is a gleam from the 
triune God. 

However, nothing that is finite is a per- 
fect parallel of the infinite, probably due 
to the fact that it ts finite. We believe 
that the clearest and profoundest repre- 
sentation of the triune Deity may be gained 
by the following method of reasoning: For 
vividness let us employ the pronoun “you” 
—using it in the singular number. You 
have only one center of self-consciousness 
—one ego, one selfhood, one psychical pow- 
er of knowing yourself and other persons 
and objects. As a finite being, this one 
ego is all you need. But God is infinite, 
and is so rich in consciousness that He has 
three centers, or foci, or powers of self- 
consciousness; and these three constitute 
His tri-personality. Your ego possesses 
and functions in and through your whole 
being. The three divine egos possess and 
function in and through the whole being 
or essence or nature of God. God is not 
like three different human individuals, each 
possessing his own mental essence, but not 
possessing the mental essences of the oth- 
ers; but He is unique in this respect, that 
each person possesses the same divine and 
infinite essence of the Godhead. 


The Fellowship of Love 


Further, there is something both reliev- 
ing and rational in thinking of God, not as 


When we analyze the. 


a lone monad from eternity, but as Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit, having from eternity 
to eternity the fellowship of mutual love, 
If the triune God had not only self-love, 
but also other-love, from eternity as the 
very essence of His being, we can see how 
He could create human personalities with 


both self-love and love for others. But if 


God from eternity was only one person, He ff 
could have had only self-love, and it is 


difficult to understand how He could have 
brought into existence any kind of per- 
sons but egotists. 

How much relief it affords the ethical 


mind, then, to think of the triune God 1s § 


a Being of altruistic love. Here is tlie 
eternal basis in the Godhead for the sec- 
ond commandment, “Thou shalt love tliy 
neighbor as thyself.” There you have both 
self-love and other-love in a finite degree, 
just as God had from eternity in an infinite 
degree. 

It is also evident, since God is cot-

A Long Name Heresy 


There was a heresy which gained some 
currency in the ancient Church. It is 
known by a long name—Patripassianism. 


The word means that God the Father—the F 
only person believed to be in the Godhead fF 


—came down to earth and suffered on the 
cross to make redemption for sin. But 
the evangelical Church could not tolerate 
such a doctrine. It was directly opposed 
to the teaching of the Bible, which plainly 
says that the Father sent the Son into the 


world and that the Son became incarnate — 


and made atonement for sin on the cross. 
But there was another reason for reject- 
ing this monarchistic doctrine. If there is 
only one person—one center of self-con- 
sciousness—in the Godhead, and He had 
emptied and humbled Himself, then the 
sovereignty of the universe would have 
been deserted and renounced, and universal 
ruin would have been the result. It is 
plain that divine redemption stands or falls 
with the doctrine of the Triunity of God. 


No Salvation in Unitarianism 


We hold, too, that a full-toned Christian 
experience requires a tri-personal God. 

Let us see how this must be. Christian 
experience knows God as Father. “The 
Spirit himself beareth witness with our 
spirit, that we are the children of God”; 
“We have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father.” That 
gives us God the Father. But we are 
sinners; we cannot save ourselves; we cat- 
not make expiation for our own trais- 
gressions. So we need a Redeemer. [Put 
it would require a God, an infinite being, 
to atone for the sins of the whole world. 
Therefore we realize the need of the Son 
of God as our Redeemer. There is still 
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another vital matter. Our nature is sinful; 
we are “dead in trespasses and sins”; we 
cannot even accept the objective redemp- 
tion of Christ in our strength; therefore 
we need some one to regenerate us, to im- 
part a new spiritual life into our dead 
moral and spiritual being. Who but God 
can do such a work in our souls? There- 
fore we need God as our Regenerator and 
Sanctifier. Thus a real Christian experi- 
ence is trinitarian, not unitarian. And it 
; a fact which no one can deny that the 
twice-born men and women of the ages 
ave received their experience of salvation 
| the trinitarian churches. 


Rejected Heresies 


The evangelical Christian rejects all er- 
rs and heresies which cast doubt upon, 
: in any way modify or reduce, this holy 
ictrine of the Trinity. He rejects Trith- 
sm, which teaches that there are three 
ids, because the Bible plainly teaches that 
here is only one God. He also repudiates 
marchianism, which means that there is 


a a Wh, ae ee ee 


only one person in God, denying the deity 
of the Son and the Holy Spirit. All forms 
of Subordinationism, namely, that the Son 
and the Spirit are inferior to the Father, 
are rejected by the evangelical Christian. 
Neither can what is known as the Eco- 
nomic Trinity be accepted by orthodox be- 
lievers, because it holds that the Trinity is 
only one of manifestation, and is not a 
real immanent or ontological Trinity; for 
if God manifested Himself as a trinity, 
and yet is not a trinity, He gave a false 
revelation of Himself. 

The evangelical Christian believes that 
God is an honest God, and therefore, when 
He revealed Himself as a trinity, He gave 
a true revelation of Himself as the actual 
Triune God. 

The evangelical believer also discards 
the Arian heresy, which teaches that the 
Son is the first created being, brought into 
existence at the beginning of time, and 
therefore is not the eternal Son of the 
Father—of “glory equal” and of “majesty 
co-eternal.” At the Council of Nicaea the 





Arians advocated the homoiousios doctrine, 
the evangelicals the homodusios doctrine. 
The latter is the true biblical doctrine; for 
our Lord in the days of His humiliation 
prayed thus to the Father: “And now, O 
Father, glorify thou me with thine own 
self with the glory which I had with thee 
before the world was” (John 17:5). This 
verse from the lips of our Lord Himself 
proves the pre-existence and eternity of the 
Son of God. 

For the reasons given we Christians are 
happy to confess our sincere evangelical 
faith many times by chanting the Gloria 
Patri: “Glory be to the Father, and to the 
Son, and to the Holy Ghost; as it was in 
the beginning, is now, and ever shall be, 
world without end. Amen.”

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The Holy Spirit and the Bible

7 ETER on the day of

“This” is the promised Holy 
Spirit in His personality and 
power. 

“That” refers to the Word 
oi God—to the statement made 
in the prophecy of Joel about 
tlle Spirit. 

This is that, shows the unity 
there is between the Scriptures 
and the Spirit. All we know of 
Him is through the Word; 
therefore, if we would command 
His power, we must keep to 
His precepts. 

There are four things to 
vhich we call attention in 
eaking of the Holy Spirit and 
e Word of God, He is the 
Author, the Interpreter, and 
e Applier of the Word, and 
le is also resident in it. 


The Spirit Is the Author 
of the Word 


“All scripture is given by 
nspiration of God” (II Tim. 
3:16). There are two things 
ated in this sentence. First, 
e sacred writings are desig- 
1ated as Scripture. The sacred writings 
‘ferred to are the Old Testament, which, 
cording to Christ, cover Moses, the 
rophets, and the Psalms (Luke 24:27, 
44), Second, the sacred writings are God 
lyeathed, as the word “inspired of God” 
ieans. As God breathed into man the 
breath of life and he became a living soul, 
so He has breathed the Scriptures and

they have become a living voice. 

The claim of the New Testament is that 
the prophets did not speak from them- 
selves as originators, nor did they write as 
authors, nor did they act in their own 
power. There was a divine originator be- 
hind them, a dictator speaking to them, and 
a power outside of themselves moving 
them; hence we have such expressions, 
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“David in the Spirit” (Matt. 
22:43 RK Vi) “The Holy 
Spirit spake by the mouth of 
David” (Acts 1:16, R. V.); 
“The Spirit of God spake by 
me” (II Sam. 23:2, 3); “Re- 
vealed unto his holy apostles 
and prophets by the Spirit” 
(Eph. 3:5); “The Holy Ghost 
saith” (Heb. 3:7); “Spoken by 
the Lord through the prophet” 
(Matt. 1:22; 2:15, R._V.): 
Authorship Plainly Stated 
There are two _ passages 
where the authorship of the 


Spirit is plainly stated, namely, 
I Peter 1:10-12 and II Peter 


1:21. Let us look at these 
Scriptures. 

“Of which salvation the 
prophets have inquired and 


searched diligently, who prophe- 
sied of the grace that should 
come unto you: searching what, 
or what manner of time the 
Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testi- 
fied beforehand the sufferings 
of Christ, and the glory that 
should follow. Unto whom it 
was revealed, that not unto 
themselves, but unto us they 
did minister the things, which 
are now reported unto you by 
them that have preached the 
gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven; which things the an- 
gels desire to look into” (I Pet. 1:10-12). 

There are three parties spoken of in 
these verses—the prophets, the Spirit, and 
the Christ. The prophets prophesied by 
the Spirit’s power of a salvation which was 
to be secured by the sufferings and glory 
of Christ; but while they prophesied of this 
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salvation, which was revealed to them, they 
did not understand the message which was 
given, hence, they “searched diligently” to 
find out what the Spirit indicated. These 
words are superfluous if the prophets un- 
derstood what the Spirit was pointing to, 
but as they did not understand they are 
appropriate to their act and attitude. 

“For the prophecy came not in old time 
by the will of man: but holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the Holy 
Ghost” (II Pet. 1:21). 

The “holy men” did not originate the 
message they delivered. They were en- 
tirely passive. They were instruments, 
not inceptors; mediums, not causes; aman- 
uenses, not authors. The Holy Spirit is 
the author, the source, and the originator 
of the Scriptures. 

Lowell, in writing of an author, says, 
“An author is evidently mixed with his 
work, and we have a feeling that the 
amount of his sterling character is the se- 
curity for the notes he issues.” How true 
the words are as we apply them to the 
Scriptures and the Spirit. The Author in 
this case is “mixed with His work.” The 
Scriptures are holy, because the Spirit is; 
they are living because He is; and what 
He is they are. His sterling character 
throbs through all His issues. The book is 
the storehouse of heaven’s provision be- 
cause of the Provider who supplies. 


Il. The Spirit Is the Interpreter of the 
Word 


The natural man receives not, neither 
does he understand the things of the Spirit 
of God. The spiritual Book is for a spir- 
itual people, to be interpreted by the spirit- 
ual Teacher. We not only need a revela- 
tion to be given to us, but we need a revel- 
ation in us. What is the use of the shin- 
ing sun unless we have eyes to see it? 

“But as it is written, Things which eye 
saw not, and ear heard not, and which en- 
tered not into the heart of man, whatsoever 
things God prepared for them that love 
him. But unto us God revealed them 
through the Spirit: for the Spirit search- 
eth all things, yea, the deep things of God” 
(i Gor. 29; 10; BR: V.). 

The association of the word apokalupto 
in its usage in the Word is like a beautiful 
piece of mosaic work. The meaning of 
the word is to uncover, to lay open to the 
view what had been veiled or covered up; 
to disclose, to make bare, to reveal what 
was unknown. 


Things We Cannot See 


It is a well known fact that there are 
objects all around us which we could see 
if we had greater powers of vision. Take 
a simple fact. “It is a matter of popular 
knowledge that the human eye, as an or- 
gan vision, is not commensurate with the 
whole range of solar radiation, and that it 
is incapable of receiving visual impressions 
from all the rays emitted by the sun. Be- 
yond the violet at one end of the spectrum 
are rays so intense as to be invisible, and 
beyond the red at the other end of the 
spectrum are rays whose feeble action ren- 
der them equally invisible; beyond the vio- 
let ray and the red there are beams of 
light which the chemist knows to be of the 
first consequence.” There are colors be- 
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fore our eyes which cannot be seen because 
of lack of vision. 

The same is true of spiritual things. 
There are things in the spiritual realm 
which can only be seen by the spiritual 
eye. The uplifted life, the pure heart, the 
spiritual mind, the upward gaze, are es- 
sentials to see the unseen, and these are 
only secured from the Spirit, for He alone 
can unveil to us, by means of His inspired 
Word, the deep things of God. 


III. The Spirit Is the Applier of the 
Word 


As the Applier of the Word He works 
in many ways: 

He convicts the sinner of his sin by 
means of it. “It is written” is the death- 
knell to the sinner’s boasting (Rom. 3:10) ; 
and what “The Spirit says” is the light to 
reveal the empty and hollow excuses of 
man’s pretensions. 

The Spirit communicates life to the be- 
liever by the reception of the Word. The 
incorruptible seed of the Word is the med- 
ium to impart and sustain the spiritual 
life (John 3:5; I Pet. 1:23; James 1:18). 

The Spirit creates faith in the Saviour 
through the authority of the Word (Acts 
10:44, 45; Rom. 10:17). Faith comes into 
being by means of the Word, and assures 
the believer of the Lord’s relationship to 
him, and his relationship to the Lord. 

The Spirit comes to indwell the child 
of God by means of the Word (Gal. 3:2). 
The Word of the Spirit brings the Spirit 
of the Word, even as the acorn embodies 
the oak. 

The Spirit conforms to the likeness of 
the Word by His conforming work. As 
like produces like, so the Spirit makes us 
walking Bibles by His winsome ministry 
(Gi: Gor: 333). 

The Spirit consecrates to the Lord 
through the application of the Word. As 
the electric current communicates its power 
to the car by means of the wire, so the 
Spirit sanctifies and consecrates the be- 
liever as he puts himself in touch with 
Him, by the infusion of the divine life 
(II Thess. 2:13). 

The Spirit fires the inner being with the 
love of God through the inspiring fire of 
the Word. The practical outcome of re- 
ceiving the words of the Holy Spirit as the 
Words of God in the lives of the saints 
in Thessalonica, was that they “turned to 
God from idols to serve the living and true 
God” (I Thess. 1:9; 2:13). 

The Spirit makes known the will of God 
by means of His Word. When the eye of 
the Spirit-illuminated mind is open to see 
the Spirit-inspired Word, then the inner 
consciousness of the saint has happy fel- 
lowship with the Spirit. The spiritual 
mind receives the spiritual Word from the 
spiritual Teacher, and has spiritual insight 
(I Cor. 2:10-14). 

He presses the Word into our hearts, 
and causes us to be “pressed in spirit,” as 
Paul was at Corinth; then He presses the 
Word out in our testimony, as He did with 
Peter on the day of Pentecost; then He 
presses the Word home to the hearts of 
the hearers, as He did in the house of 
Cornelius; then He presses the sins out 
of the lives of those who receive it, as He 
did at Ephesus (Acts 18:8; 2:14-38; 
10:44; 19:20). 


IV. The Spirit Is Resident in the Word 


The castle of truth is where the King 
of Truth is always found. The following 
points of consequence are evident as we 
walk in the corridors of the Word. 

The Spirit of Truth is found in the 
Word of Truth (John 14:17; 17:17). 

The Spirit of Life is found in the Word 
of Life (Rom. 8:2; James 1:18). 

The Spirit of Christ is found in the 
Word of Christ (Rom. 8:9; Col. 3:16). 

The Spirit of God is found in the Word 
of God (Rom. 8:9; Acts 10:44). 

The Spirit of Prophecy is found in the 
Word of Prophecy (Rev. 19:10; II Pet. 
1:19). 

The Spirit of Promise is found in the 
Word of Promise (Eph. 1:13; 3:6). 

The Spirit of Power is found in the 
Word of Power (II Tim. 1:7; Heb. 4:12). 

If the tree of the Word of God is taken 
away, the fire goes out. What the grain 
is to the wood, and the wood is to the 
grain; what the scent is to the flower, and 
the flower is to the scent; what the life is 
to the seed, and the seed is to the life; 
what the sun is to the ray, and the ray is 
to the sun; what the atmosphere is to the 
earth, and the earth is to the atmosphere; 
what the heart is to the body, and the body 
is to the heart, this the Spirit is to the 
Word, and the Word is to the Spirit.

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ISCUSSING what is wrong with 
D the Church has become, in some 

quarters, a fashionable pastime. 

Most of the talk relieves the 
speaker but not th: ~ituation. And most 
of the remedies proposed are for the symp- 
toms, not the disease. 

The symptoms are evident enough and 
by no means new. There is an alarming 
worldliness, conformation instead of trans- 
formation. The early Christians were a 
peculiar people; now they are a popular 
people. Persecution could not retard the 
Church, but popularity has done it. It 
never was more “respectable” to be a 
Christian than now; in the average mind 
it never meant less. We have lost the line 
of demarcation and merged with the world 
until our identity has been swept from 
most of us. We have tried to catch the 
spirit of this age, when our business is to 
correct it. We have been afraid of being 
eccentric, but a Christian always is eccen- 
tric. Eccentric means revolving around a 
different center, and that is what a Chris- 
tian does. 

A Dark Day for the Church 

When Constantine embraced Christianity 
and took the Church under the sheltering 
wing of his empire it was a hindrance and 
not a help. When Christians were the 
despised minority, testifying from cata- 
combs and prisons, nothing could hinder 
them. But they have become the fash- 
ionable majority and, gaining the world, 
have lost their soul. 

Nothing is more repulsive to the true 
believer than some modern efforts to popu- 
larize Jesus. He has been paraded as a 
hail-fellow-well-met and dressed in the 
garb of a good sport to make Him ac- 
ceptable to this superficial and sophisticated 
age. He is eulogized at banquets and bar- 
becues and presented to secular clubs in a 
style that, while on the surface it looks 
encouraging, is the very thing the Lord 
despises, a euphonious lip-service that sub- 
stitutes compliments about Him for con- 
formity to Him. 

There is another evil, all the more dan- 
gerous because it looks like a virtue when 
it is a vice. It reminds us of the Galatian 
church which had begun in the spirit but 
was trying to perfect itself in the flesh. 
Some have called it “churchanity,” but that 
is a misuse of a blessed word. We refer 
to our over-dependence upon church ma- 
chinery and activities. 

The Master’s business has become the 
churches’ business. Like a squirrel in a 
cage, we have plenty of activity but little 
progress—and that progress too often is 
forward instead of upward. We have built 
a vast bulwark of statistics, finances, build- 
ings, prestige, propaganda that runs along 
“faultily faultless, icily regular, splendidly 
null.” We have exalted the machine above 
the Master; we are trusting to our size 
instead of to our Saviour. 

We Are Humming Along 

Because with our report cards, improved 
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systems, young peoples societies, socials, 
committees, programs and campaigns, we 
think we are marching to Zion, when we 
are only marking time. We have substi- 
tuted business expertness for spiritual en- 
dowment. The best church, we think, is the 
one with most favorable statistics. We 
measure results by report cards in spite of 
the fact that religion cannot be tabulated. 
We have made methods more important 
than men, exalted pep above prayer, snappi- 
ness above spirituality. We are pumping 
the Church with an artificial stimulation 
and enthusiasm, forgetting that it is an or- 
ganism rather than an organization. The 
efficiency craze has overflown the business 
world into the churches. We try to run 
them like corporations and apply the same 
utilitarian yardstick to spiritual affairs that 
we employ in the counting-house. 

We have standardized the ministry. The 
modern preacher must be an _ engineer 
rather than an evangelist. He must sacri- 
fice the prophets’ solitude for a life of com- 
mittee meetings. His spiritual and in- 
spirational work, to which God called him, 
is buried under a landslide of office details. 
He is a modern Martha, so cumbered back 
in the church kitchen that he has little time 
to sit at the feet of the Lord. In the early 
Church, deacons were appointed that the 
apostles might give themselves to prayer 
and the ministry of the Word. Alas, the 
modern minister has been forced to “leave 
the word of God and serve tables.” 

All of which means that this business 
age has taken charge of religion. Having 
standardized everything else, it turns to 
the spiritual. The divine fire from above 
has been forsaken for “efficiency.” 


Indifference and Inconsistency 


We have, of course, that Laodicean in- 
difference which, being neither cold nor 
hot, is nauseating to God as He plainly

said. We have modern Pharisaism that 
loses the spirit in slavery to the letter. 
How many are theologically correct in 
every position, minutely observing every 
church function, but still are, as He said, 
dismally blind to His real meaning be- 
cause they think they see! How many 
churches might be listed as orthodox in 
opinion but heretical in actual experience! 

One turns from the inconsistency of the 
Pharisees only to run into the leaven of 
the Sadducees. The modernists thought 
to broaden the faith; but when they broad- 
ened it they also made it shallow. Jesus 
made the gate straight and the way narrow. 
Who has been authorized to remodel it? 

The new gospel is no longer offensive; 
neither is it effective. It is popular, but 
powerless; fashionable, but futile. It is 
without reproach and without redemption. 
Woe unto a gospel that all men speak well 
of! It really is only a naturalistic syn- 
cretism in which Jesus is a shade better 
than Buddha or Confucius, but by no 
means the Absolute. Abana and Pharpar 
are now as good as the waters of Israel. 
The day cries out that we prophesy smooth 
things; but smoothness is not soundness. 

Such are some of the troubles one sees 
at random. They indicate a condition bet- 
ter felt than described. One senses amidst 
the general chaos in the Church the wrong 
spirit. The Church today has plenty of 
spirits, but not the Spirit. Even where 
the atmosphere is not viciously malignant 
one finds an enthusiasm, a progressive 
“get-up-and-go” attitude that would not be 
wrong in its place, but it has usurped the 
presence of the Spirit. 


Impatience and Immaturity 


The disciples were told by the risen Lord 
to wait for Pentecost before they began 
their ministry. Now, at a glance, they 
would seem remarkably well prepared to 
preach immediately after the ascension 
without waiting for anything further. The 
average modern preacher would grow im- 
patient. Had they not been loyal disciples, 
three years in daily fellowship with the 
Master, students under the supreme Teach- 
er of all time? Had not they preached 
already and cast out devils in His name? 
Were they not men of fine character? Why 
wait further? 

So today we rush out into feverish 
church activity and wonder why, for all 
our qualifications, so little is done. No 
question is so timely now as this: “Re- 
ceived ye the Holy Ghost when ye be- 
lieved?” How many have begun too soon 
with a baptism little better than John’s! 
Many a modern young Apollos, brilliant, 
earnest, charming, but immature, needs 
some humble Aquila to teach him the way 
more perfectly ! 

We hear much nowadays about fellow- 
ship with Christ. It is a good term and 
points to a great reality, but too often 
what is meant by that phrase is not at all 
the full experience. The disciples before

Pentecost had had three years fellowship 
with Christ, but it was not enough. To- 
day, the term has come to mean familiariz- 
ing one’s self with Christ through study 
and imagination much as one might with 
Lincoln. “That might produce a Jesus en- 
thusiast, just as continuous mental asso- 
ciation with Shakespeare produces a 
Shakespeare enthusiast, but that is a far 
cry from the fellowship of the Acts. 


Presence of the Spirit Imperative 


We are not contending for a fantastic 


emotional experience. Recognizing the 
presence of the Spirit and opening the life 
to His infilling may be as calm as an au- 
tumn sunset. But until we realize that, 
whatever other qualifications we may have, 
we are not ready to be His witnesses un- 
less His Spirit indwells and abides—until 
we see that, and then by faith receive that 
Spirit and go forth confidently believing 
He is within, all of our varied activities 
are but sounding brass and tinkling cymbal. 

A young man once went to Phillips 
Brooks with a personal problem. After 





spending an hour with that great character, 
the young man, on his way home, suddenly 
reflected, “Why, I forgot to ask him about 
that personal problem!” Then, he decided, 
“Well, after ail, what I needed was not the 
solution of a particular problem so much 
as to get in touch with a great person- 
ality.” 

As individuals and churches we are much 
concerned with solving this problem and 
that, baffled over details. I am thinking 
that our need is to get in touch with the 
Great Personality. 


A Message to Defeated Christians

An address at Founder’s Week Conference in the Moody Bible Institute, stenographically reported 


God’s people, and see the work. of 

the Holy Spirit manifested in faces 

and in voices as we have been sing- 
ing together, I would ask whether any of 
us has ever presumed on God’s grace to 
enable us to go on in sin? Because “where 
sin abounds, grace does much more 
abound,” have we consciously or uncon- 
sciously at times said to ourselves, “Yes, 
even if I do slip into this sin, God’s grace 
will take care of it”? 

I am afraid we must all of us confess 
that we have done just that. After we 
have come to the Lord Jesus Christ as 
Saviour and yielded ourselves to Him as 
Lord, and then in one way or another have 
been tempted and have slipped into sin, 
the thought has come to us that after all, 
His grace will take care of it. Is it not a 
real peril in the Christian life that we may 
presume on God’s grace thus to go on sin- 
ning? May we be honest this afternoon 
and ask the Holy Spirit to speak plainly, 
and show us whether we have thus pre- 
sumed on the grace of God.

It Is Not a New Question 


At the beginning of the sixth chapter of 
Romans, Paul asked, “Shall we continue in 
sin that grace may abound?” And instantly 
he answered it, “God forbid”! This is the 
gospel to Christians. It is the same gospel 
as to the unsaved, for just as God says to 
the unsaved that the death of His Son 
paid the penalty of their sins and they may 
be saved by faith in Him, so He says to us 
in the fifth of Romans, “If, when we were 
enemies, we were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son, much more, being recon- 
ciled, we shall be saved by his life.” Bishop 
Moule translated it, “We shall be kept safe 
in his life.’ That is the gospel to Chris- 
tians—that the grace of God is offered to 
us, not to go on sinning, but to be kept 
from sinning. 

And yet may we be clear as to this— 
that God’s grace is not available for deliv- 
erance from the power of sin in those who 
are holding back something from God. We 
prayed in that hymn of Wesleys, that God 
might let the fire fall on us. But God 
never can set on fire the heart of any child 
of His if there is in that heart something

held back. God does not set on fire un- 
surrendered Christians. I noticed in the 
prayer in which we were led a few mo- 
ments ago, a request that we might glorify 
God in our bodies. O dear friends, we can- 
not glorify God in an unsurrendered body, 
and so it might be well to ask God to 
search and show us whether in our bodies, 
our lives, our hearts, there is anything 
withheld from Him. 

What about that subtle sin of unbelief 
or of distrust? The sin of worry, the sin 
of anxiety? I wonder if anyone here, 
since he has been a Christian, has ever 
worried? If we have, we have sinned. 
“In nothing be anxious but in everything 

. with thanksgiving... .’ You can’t 
worry and give thanks at the same moment 
in the way God wants to be thanked. We 
can be kept from the sin of anxiety, the sin 
of irritability, of unthankfulness, of a harsh, 
unloving, critical spirit, as we yield our 
lives, our bodies, a living sacrifice to God. 

Are any of us saying to ourselves just 
now, or even to the Lord, “Yes, I need to 
give up this sin. I have tried to, I have 
even given it up at times, but somehow 
I can’t seem to stop that failing.” Paul 
knew about that too. In the seventh of 
Romans he said, “For the good that I 
would I do not; but the evil which I would 


not, that I do.” But then he came forever 
out of the seventh into the eighth chapter 
with the words, “I thank God through 
Jesus Christ otir Lord.” 


A Stowaway in Chains 


I saw a newspaper item a while ago 
which told of a rather remarkable experi- 
ence. A negro stowaway from West Africa 
got on a steamer to come to the United 
States, and after he was discovered he was 
put in irons. When the boat neared Brook- 
lyn, he jumped overboard and swam to 
shore under water. Still in irons he 
crawled up on the shore, and there was re- 
arrested. Why? Because he was still 
chained ! 

I could not help thinking of experiences 
of my own and many other Christians, 
who think they have made their escape and 
find they are still in the same old bondage. 
That is not the sort of gospel God has 
for us, but I am afraid it is the sort of 
experience that some of us have had. Of 
course there are some who have never come 
to the Lord Jesus Christ and who think 
they have made their escape, but sooner or 
later they find they are still chained. 

My message today is to sinning Chris- 
tians, defeated Christians, those who are 
saved by the death of Christ, but have not 
realized the deeper experience in which 
they are kept safe moment by moment in 
His life. 

John, in his first epistle, says toward the 
end of the first chapter: “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness.” Then at the beginning of 
the second chapter he goes on: “My little 
children, these things write I unto you, 
that ye sin not.” 

A Bible teacher once said he was afraid 
a good many Christians read that last 
verse, “That ye sin less.” But John did not 
say that. He said practically what the 
angel said in announcing the birth of the 
Saviour to his legal father, Joseph, “And 
thou shalt call his name JESUS: for he 
shall save his people from their sins.” Sins 
here is in the plural, actual sins. There 
is the message of the victorious life in 
Christ—not after we get to heaven, but 
now and here in this present world, while 
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we are on our way to the presence of the 
Lord. 

Let us realize that it is just normal New 
Testament Christianity; not any unbal- 
anced or fanatical or unscriptural teaching 
of sinless perfectionism or eradication, dear 
friends, but the blessed fact of which 
Colossians 2:6 speaks, “As ye have there- 
fore received Christ Jesus the Lord, so 
walk ye in him.” Just step by step— 
really trusting Him. 

There are two simple but very definite 
conditions of this life of victory. One is 
that we shall surrender our lives to the 
Lord, the other that we shall trust the 
Lord. 


Dr. Scofield’s Instruction 


I had a blessed Bible lesson on the sub- 
ject of surrender one time from Dr. C. I. 
Scofield. He had asked me to come to the 
Crescent City Conference in Florida and 
speak on the victorious life, and one day, 
when in his bungalow, he said to me, 
“Charles, I want to tell you what sur- 


render is. Sit down there and take your 
Bible.” I did. 
“Now,” he said, “open to the eighth 


chapter of Numbers.” 

Then we read together a few verses be- 
ginning at the fifth, The Lord said to 
Moses, take the Levites and cleanse them, 
and pour the water of purifying upon them, 
and have them wash their clothes, and 
make themselves clean, and take a young 
bullock for a meat offering and another for 
a sin offering—and then, 

“Thou shalt bring the Levites before 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
thou shalt gather the whole assembly 
of the children of Israel together... . 
And Aaron shall offer the Levites be- 
fore the Lord for an offering of the 
children of Israel, that they may exe- 
cute the service of the Lord.” 

They did not serve in the tabernacle until 
this had been done, until they had been 
cleansed by water and by blood, and defi- 
nitely offered to the Lord. 

Then Dr. Scofield said, “Now turn over 
to the second chapter of Luke.” I did so 
and there, from the twenty-first verse on, 
we read what occurred to the infant Jesus: 


“And when eight days were accom- 
plished for the circumcising of the child, 
his name was called JESUS, which was 
so named of the angel before he was 
conceived in the womb. And when the 
days of her purification according to the 
law of Moses were accomplished, they 
brought him to Jerusalem, to present 
him to the Lord.” 

The word in Numbers is “offer,” here 
it is “present.” Even the Son of God Him- 
self could not enter upon His earthly min- 
istry until He had been presented to the 
Lord. 

“Now,” said Dr. Scofield, “turn over to 
the twelfth of Romans.” I did, and we 
read that first verse: 

“T beseech you therefore, brethren, 
by the mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your rea- 
sonable service.” 

This is addressed to Christians, not to 
the unsaved—you who have received the 
mercy of God. “That ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to 
God, which is your reasonable service.” 
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“And that,” said Dr. Scofield, that morn- 
ing in Florida, “that is surrender.” 

The Levites had to be offered to God 
before going on with their earthly service 
after being cleansed with water and with 
blood. The infant Jesus was presented to 
God even though He had been with God 
from all eternity, before He entered upon 
His earthly service. You and I cannot 
render reasonable service to the Lord until 
we have presented our bodies as living sac- 
rifices. 


The Young Men Who Did Not Worry 


I was impressed a few years ago as I 
found almost verbatim the twelfth chapter 
of Romans in the third of Daniel. That 
third chapter of Daniel is the story of the 
three young Hebrews and the fiery furnace. 
Nebuchadnezzar had set up the golden 
image and commanded everyone in his em- 
pire to fall down and worship it, and these 
young men refused to do so. You re- 
member he had established an edict that 
anyone who would not bow down and 
worship the image would be cast into a 
fiery furnace, and these three refused to do 
so. Then he sent for them in anger and 
said, 

“I will give you a second chance.” 

But they did not need a second chance. 
I like their quiet reply, “O Nebuchadnezzar, 
we are not careful to answer thee in this 
matter”’—we are not worried—the word 
that occurs in the fourth of Philippians, 
the old English for “anxious.” “If it be 
so, our God whom we serve is able to de- 
liver us from the burning fiery furnace, 
and he will deliver us out of thine hand, O 
king. But if not” (if God does not want 
to), “be it known unto thee, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods, nor worship 
the golden image which thou hast set up.” 
Then the wonderful story goes on, how 
they were cast into the furnace and the 
men who cast them in were consumed, how 
the king looked in and saw four men walk- 
ing about in the midst of the fire, and the 
form of the fourth was like unto the Son 
of God. And you remember he called to 
them, “Come forth,” and they did! “Nor 
was an hair of their head singed, neither 
were their coats changed, nor the smell of 
fire had passed on them.” 

I tell you, dear friends, when God un- 
dertakes to do a thing, He does it. Then 
comes this remarkable statement by 
Nebuchadnezzar : 

“Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abednego, who hath sent 
his angel, and delivered his servants 
that trusted in him, and have changed 
the king’s word, and yielded their 
bodies, that they might not serve nor 
worship any god, except their own 
God.” 

There is Romans 12:1 in Daniel 3:28— 
“yielded their bodies” that they might not 
serve nor worship any god except their 
own God. And it is not possible for us 
to serve and worship our God with the 
reasonable service which He asks unless 
we have yielded our bodies. And that 
means yielding to Him, presenting to Him, 
all. that we are and all that we have. 

At the victorious life conferences in 
America—Keswick and elsewhere—I have 
taken occasion to ask one and another at- 
tending whether they have settled the sur- 
render question, and often they have an- 


swered: “I have tried to,” “I think I 
have,” “I am doing the best I know how.” 

Dear friends, if someone should ask you 
this question, “Did you give a present last 
Christmas to the one you love most?” do 
you think you would say, “I tried to,” 
“Yes, I think I did,” “I did it the best I 
knew how”; or would you say, “I certainly 
did”? 

Surrendering to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
as Dr. Scofield showed me, is just making 
a present of ourselves to God. You do not 
have to try it. You either do it or you 
don’t do it. You may have been on the 
other side of the world last Christmas, but 
you know whether or not you gave that 
present. Surrender is just as simple as 
that. ° 


Why Your Body? 


Why the emphasis on body? Because it 
is God’s home. Know ye not that Christ 
dwelleth in you—Christ liveth in you, “ex- 
cept ye be reprobate”? Unless we have not 
received the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour, 
He is saying to us, “My Father will come 
and abide . . . I and my Father are one.” 
We know the Holy Spirit makes the phys- 
ical bodies of Christians His temple. And 
so the Godhead, Father, Son, and Spirit, 
are dwelling within every child of God. 
Think what a sorrow it must be to the 
Lord Jesus Christ to have to live in an 
unclean home, to have to dwell in a sinning 
Christian. 

I remember Thomas E. Stephens, found- 
er and director of the Great Commission 
Prayer League, after he had sent out ap- 
peal after appeal to pray for a revival in 
the whole body of Christ, one time said, 
“The Lord Jesus Christ is living in a half 
paralytic body today on earth.” 

It was a shocking expression when I first 
heard it, but it is true. Speaking of the 
Church of Christ as His home, He longs 
to have that body thrilling, tingling with 
His own life, filled with all the fulness of 
God. 

Oh, dear friends, if we are praying for a 
revival, let us remember the prayer, “Be- 
gin it, Lord, in me,” and let us present our 
bodies to Him. And as I said a few min- 
utes ago, to surrender means all. It means 
our worst and our best. 

I never noticed until last month when 
reading again the early chapters of Genesis, 
how there are two great surrenders of 
Abraham which in a sense should typify the 
two things included in the single surrender 
of ourselves to God. In Genesis 21, God 
tells Abraham to do what Sarah demands 
and send away Hagar and Ishmael. Now 
Ishmael was Abraham’s own son and he 
loved the boy. But he was a son that was 
born in sin and in violation of God’s will 
and in utter distrust of God, so we might 
say Ishmael was the worst thing in Abra- 
ham’s life; and God asked Abraham to 
surrender the worst thing, and he did. 
There is no record of his ever having seen 
Ishmael again. He surrendered his worst 
and it never came back. Then in.-chapter 
22 God asked Abraham to surrender the 
best thing in his life—Isaac. And Abra- 
ham did, and God gave Isaac back. 

Are we including in our surrender our 
worst and our best? Our worst, that God 
may take it and never have it come back; 
our best, that God may take it and give it 
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back to us sanctified and cleansed and to 
be used as would never be possible until 
we surrender that to God. 

I know a Presbyterian elder of Florida, 
who was kneeling in prayer with many 
others, hungry for new victories in his life, 
and who that day surrendered his good 
judgment to the Lord. He had the best 
judgment of any man I have ever known, 
but on his knees he told God his good 
judgment had been a source of pride, and 
so he surrendered it. Did he lose his good 
judgment? No, but it is no longer stand- 
ing between him and his Lord as it was 
before. And he made a surrender of his 
worst too, and told me a few days after 
of an experience he had which he never 
expected to have this side of heaven as he 
found the thought of “I,” of “mine,” that 


had come in and held him in shackles, was 
gone; that by a miracle of God’s grace 
he was free from the downpull of that form 
of bondage. So let us surrender our worst 
and our best. Let us present our bodies a 
living sacrifice. 


Pride in Christian Service 


A missionary in China asked when I was 
there about twelve years ago, how she 
could be rid of a certain sin, and what do 
you suppose it was? She said that when 
she was doing personal work among the 
Chinese women and talking to them about 
accepting Christ, and a fellow missionary 
came along, she was glad to be seen. She 
said, 

“How can I get rid of the sin of pride 
in my Christian service?” 





That is cutting rather deep, isn’t it? 
If you are a Sunday School teacher, just 
holding your class spellbound, and the pas- 
tor or superintendent comes by, are you 
glad to be seen by him? Have we sur- 
rendered our love of praise, the love to be 
noticed in the best thing we are doing in 
the Lord’s work? She surrendered that 
day and stepped out into new victories. 
God can deal with the subtlest, most re- 
fined forms of our sinning, and with the 
grossest, most impossible things in our 
lives. But there is only one way by which 
He can do it, and that is for us to say, 
“Take it all from me, Lord. I present my 
body a living sacrifice.” 

And may we do it, that He may set us 
on fire, that we may glorify God in our 
bodies. 


Buchmanism —Pro and Con

MoNTHLY: 

My attention has been called to an ar- 
ticle in your magazine entitled, “Buch- 
manism, or the Oxford Group Movement,” 
by Rev. Grant Stroh, D.D.; also to a brief 
comment in a more recent number under 
the caption, “Buchmanism—A Warning 
Note,” by Evangelist W. E. Pietsch, 
abridged from The Bible Witness. As I 
am sure that you would not intentionally 
misrepresent this movement, I call your 
attention to some statements in these ar- 
ticles which I am convinced are incorrect, 
and also to certain inferences which are not 
justified by facts. Unlike Dr. Stroh, I 
have had personal contact with Buchman- 
ism, of an active and intimate sort, for 
something over a year, and what I shall 
have to say will be almost entirely based 
upon personal knowledge. 

First, while the movement has no or- 
ganization, no officers, no members, and 
no official title, yet by its adherents it is 
commonly known as “The Groups,” “The 
Oxford Group,” or “The Fellowship,” and 
we prefer to be designated by one of these 
names. Buchmanism is a term pinned upon 
the movement by its traducers, and its use, 
if intentional (which I trust it was not 
in your case), is hardly the pink of Chris- 
tian courtesy. Our allegiance is to the 
Lord Christ, not to Frank Buchman; and 
we have no wish to be called by his name. 


Replying to Dr. Stroh 

In Dr. Stroh’s article are criticisms, 
some of which are definitely expressed and 
others merely implied. I shall take these 
up in their order. 

A criticism is perhaps implied in the 
statement that “they (seekers after God) 
are not urged to believe, but simply to ex- 
periment.” This is sometimes true, for 
we believe that the truth of the gospel can 
be proved experimentally, or experientially. 
We believe that “whosoever willeth to do 
his will shall know of the teaching.” Hence 
our word to the skeptical is often like that 
of Philip to Nathanael, “Come and see.” 

Another criticism seems to be implied 
in the question, “Is conversion (implying 
salvation) merely a ‘radical change of val- 
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ues, however it may be produced? Have 
not many lives been radically changed 
which never have experienced the regener- 
ative work of the Holy Spirit?” Dr. 
Stroh must be very hard put to it to find 
grounds of criticism, else he would not 
seek to suggest that we regard conversion 
as “a radical change of values however 
it may be produced,” when he had just 
quoted Dr. Buchman as saying that it is 
“a radical change of values brought about 
by God’s Spirit working in the heart.” 

Dr. Stroh continues: ‘Nor is mere ref- 
ormation of life, however revolutionary, 
necessarily the work of the Holy Spirit.” 
This would be granted by anyone I know 
in the group. We are not interested in 
reformation, but in conversion. A saying 
frequently heard in the fellowship is that 
we seek, “not a self-willed righteousness, 
but dependent living.” Several men in our 
local group have stopped drinking, but they 
will not tell you that they have “re- 
formed”; they will tell you, “Christ took 
it away.” Ata recent witness-meeting one 
man did, indeed, say that he was “proud” 
of having stopped drinking, and he was 
admonished by others to give the credit 
where it belonged. I have heard others 
bear witness to deliverance from cursing, 
pride, malignity, ill-temper, dishonesty, and 
many other sins, and none of these has 
spoken of the change as a “reform.” One 
and all will tell you that they surrendered 
these sins to Christ and that He has deliv- 
ered them. 

Visiting a Prisoner 

Two of us went yesterday to see a man 
in jail for drunkenness. We did not urge 
him to reform; we told him that Christ 
has power to deliver him from it. I expect 
to go back today with a man who can bear 
personal testimony te such deliverance. 

The next charge is that “Buchmanism 
demands full surrender to God from the 
unregenerate man.” This is true. If it be 
heresy, I am willing in this respect to be a 
heretic. I do not know what one can 
demand of an unregenerate man, except 
to make full surrender to God of his own 
will. I do not see how else he can be 
born again. 


Another accusation is that “mention is 

often made of the divine spark within one 
. ‘the seed of Christ within the heart 

which, when united to the seed without, 
causes new life to grow.” During a year’s 
fellowship with the group I never heard 
such a statement, nor have I, so far as I 
can recall, seen it in any of the literature 
published by the groups, of which I have 
read a considerable amount. While I can- 
not assert that no such statement has ever 
been made by anyone in the fellowship, I 
can say that it certainly is not of the es- 
sence of the group idea. 

Dr. Stroh’s next criticism is that “Buch- 
manism greatly emphasizes mystical guid- 
ance. If one prays, God will infallibly 
guide him in every detail of life.” We do 
believe definitely in the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, and we have regular times for 
seeking such guidance, besides always try- 
ing to be open to it. But I know of no 
one who claims always to be “‘infallibly 
guided,” that is, always to be certain about 
his guidance. Auto-suggestion is no doubt 
very common, and the Devil probably puts 
in his oar at every opportunity. Hence 
we are warned to test our guidance. The 
Guidance of God, by Eleanor Napier Forde, 
a group publication, suggests a number of 
such tests. First of these is the Bible. “If 
they speak not according to this word, 
surely there is no light in them.” Other 
tests are honesty, selflessness, love and 
purity. Still others are, “Where is the 
Cross?” and, “What say others to whom 
God speaks?” One test is conspicuous by 
its absence, that of the apparent expedience 
of what we are enjoined to do. We believe 
that the foolishness of God is wiser than 
men, and that we are not to be the judges 
of the prudence of what we are commanded. 


About Guidance Books 


Many in the fellowship keep “guidance 
books,” in which they jot down memoranda 
of the guidance they receive; but I never 
have heard anyone refer to such memor- 
anda as “the written word.” The other 
night I asked a number in the group (one 
of whom has been identified with its ac- 
tivities in other places for years) if they 
had ever heard such an expression. They 
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answered that they had not. A guidance 
book is not a substitute for the Bible. It 
is largely a memorandum of things to be 
done, though frequently it includes con- 
victions concerning ourselves. Because it 
represents our best understanding of God’s 
will, we hold it sacred (though none the 
more so for being written down); but 
because we know ourselves to be fallible 
interpreters, we would not prescribe this as 
a rule of conduct for anyone else, nor in 
any way put it upon an equality with 
Scripture. 

Another aspect of group activity that 
comes in for Dr. Stroh’s condemnation is 
“sharing,” since “with this comes the un- 
healthy emphasis upon sex sin.” “Sharing,” 
in group parlance, means the public or 
private relation of personal experience. 
Sometimes it is one’s guidance that is 
shared, sometimes a problem or a tempta- 
tion, sometimes a defeat or a victory, often 
it is a defeat which has been followed by 
victory through Christ. Sometimes it is 
for the benefit of the sharer, and some- 
times for the help of the person with whom 
one shares. Of course it frequently in- 
volves confession of sin. I am not con- 
cerned over Dr. Stroh’s question whether 
this is not “near Romanism”; the impor- 
tant consideration is that it is near the 
precepts and practices of the New Testa- 
ment (Acts 19:18; James 5:16). 


Sex Sins 

We believe that it is sin that is un- 
healthy, rather than any emphasis placed 
upon it; but if there be any special em- 
phasis on the sins of sex, it has not come 
to my notice. The work of the fellowship 
is largely done through the following agen- 
cies: mixed meetings, meetings for men, 
meetings for women, and private inter- 
views. It is an almost universal rule that, 
except in the most superficial matters, per- 
sonal work shall be by men with men and 
by women with women. Except that on 
one occasion I heard a man say, “I met 
moral defeat,” I have never heard anyone, 
in a mixed company, even hint at sins of 
sex. Even in men’s groups I have heard 
only occasional mention of such sins, and

Replying to Mr. Starbuck’s criticism of 
my article in the MonTHLy, my inclination 
is neither to refute nor to apologize, but 
a few words of explanation may help to 
clarify the situation. 

The article was written in response to 
a request from a denominational official 
that we publish the merits and demerits of 
the “Oxford Group Movement, sometimes 
called after Dr. Buchman, its founder,” and 
this is all that was attempted. 

For the merits of the movement my in- 
formation was obtained from official or 
endorsed publications of the movement. 
For criticisms of it we of course, had to 
gain our information elsewhere. This lat- 
ter was necessary for, as we stated, and 
which Mr. Starbuck makes considerable 
of, we had had no “personal contact with 
Buchmanism.” This I now realize was not 
strictly true, for I have a nephew with 
whom I had conversed upon the subject 
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this in language that could hardly offend 
the most fastidious. Dr. Stroh says, “Oc- 
casional house parties are said to be held 
for mixed groups where sex sins are openly 
confessed.” Yet Dr. Stroh, by his own ad- 
mission, “has had no personal contact with 
Buchmanism,” and I judge that he is still 
quoting from the “testimony” of an un- 
named theological student, who, in his turn, 
is quoting somebody else. 

Dr. Stroh adds the comment, “Depend- 
ence upon such confession for cleansing 
power is a poor substitute for the cleansing 
power of the blood of Christ.” It would 
be a poor substitute indeed! We of the fel- 
lowship believe that sin is a bondage from 
which Christ alone can deliver; a disease 
which He only can cure. But we also be- 
lieve that “if we walk in the light, as he 
is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” How 
are we to “walk in the light,” except we 
obey the Scripture and “confess our faults 
one to another and pray for one another’? 


Mr. Pietsch’s Accusations 

Coming now to Mr. Pietsch’s accusations, 
the first is that “the movement has no 
sound evangelical basis of doctrine.” The 
fellowship has no organization, and is com- 
posed of members of many different 
churches. It has, of course, never formu- 
lated a creed—there is no one with author- 
ity to do so. The doctrines and ideas 
which we emphasize, and which draw us 
together into a fellowship, are: entire sur- 
render to God; the daily quiet time of Bible 
study, prayer and meditation; the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit; the confession of sin; 
the duty of bearing witness to our own 
experience of the saving power of Christ, 
and team-work. One wonders which of 
these are “unsound” or “unevangelical.” 

His second criticism is based upon a 
misapprehension; for he assumes that we 
“leave our minds open, in the early morn- 
ing watch, without the Word of God.” This 
is far from the truth. A properly con- 
ducted “quiet time” includes Bible study, 
prayer, and a time of mediation in which 
we seek for guidance. I venture to assert 


that there are many households in Ashe- 
ville where the Bible has been read and 
studied during the past year as never be- 
fore. 


Mingled Adherents 


The matter of “publicly confessing sins, 
particularly on sex matters,” I have al- 
ready commented upon. We have no such 
custom. As to the charge of Modernism, 
I do not know what are the conditions in 
Cape Town. I do know that here the fel- 
lowship is largely composed of Christians 
of a conservative stamp, who believe in the 
Bible as God’s Word, and in Christ as 
God’s Son, and who might call themselves 
fundamentalists had the term not become 
associated with a truculent and uncharit- 
able attitude which feels justified in con- 
demning as heresy that of which it knows 
little or nothing. Most of us are Episco- 
palians, Methodists and Presbyterians, with 
a few Baptists and Congregationalists. Our 
adherents also include one Catholic, one 
Christian Scientist, and one Quaker. 

And finally, whatever may be the con- 
ditions in Oxford or South Africa; what- 
ever Dr. Stroh may have been told by a 
theological student as to what he had heard 
from somebody else; and whatever be the 
opinion of Evangelist Pietsch about the 
desirability of quarrels between fundamen- 
talists and modernists, I can testify that 
the fellowship here in Asheville does have 
a saving Christ to offer to the world, and 
that we are so offering Him as we are 
guided and have opportunity. We claim 
no power to change lives; we are seeking 
to disciple men and women to One who 
does have such power, and we have had 
the joy in many cases of seeing the change. 
It is quite true that we are not greatly 
interested in theological disputes, and we 
seek to avoid them because we regard them 
as unprofitable. What we are interested in 
is convincing men that, as they have been 
reconciled to God by the death of His 
Son, much more they may be saved by 
His life.

Stroh’s Reply to Mr. Starbuck 


and who has been greatly helped by the 
movement both while in China and since 
his return to America. From him I re- 
ceived nothing but favorable impressions. 

What I meant by “personal contact” was 
that it never had been my privilege to at- 
tend any of the group meetings. There- 
fore my information was all second hand, 
and since I used information from the 
“group” sources for the merits of the 
movement, it did not occur to me that there 
was anything unfair in allowing opponents. 
of the movement who had had first hand 
information to present its demerits. If 
either side was not fairly presented this 
was unintentional so far as I was con- 
cerned, for it was my purpose to remain 
neutral. This neutrality might have been 
more apparent had my article been pub- 
lished as written, but for editorial reasons, 
no doubt good, some portions were omitted. 


The Name “Buchmanism” 

These omissions are not of vital moment 
because Mr. Starbuck’s criticisms deal only 
with what was published. First of all, he 
dislikes the appellation “Buchmanism.” The 
suggested title of my article was “A First 
Century Christian Fellowship,” which is 
sometimes used. But we see no good rea- 
son why the movement should not be de- 
nominated “Buchmanism,” from its origi- 
nator, just as we speak of Lutheranism and 
Calvinism. Followers of Luther and of 
Calvin make no objections. Furthermore, 
“Buchmanism” clearly distinguishes it from 
other movements which today claim apos- 
tolic authority or practice. 

I shall not reply further to Mr. Star- 
buck’s criticisms, except to call attention 
to several explanatory statements in my 
article: “That criticisms of such a move- 
ment should be made is not surprising and 
in themselves not condemnatory. The 
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movement is a challenge to ordinary meth- 
ods and teachings, therefore inviting in- 
vestigation and criticism.” I am convinced 
that Mr. Starbuck will agree with these 
two sentences, and also if he had more 
carefully weighed the paragraph stating 
that the adverse criticisms were condensa- 
tions from the published statements of a 
theological student who had had personal 
contacts with the movement, he probably 
would not have attributed so many of these 
findings to myself. 


Difference among Groups 

Personally I endorse most of Mr. Star- 
buck’s defense of this new movement so 
far as his knowledge of it goes, and I am 
glad that publicity is to be given to it in 
the MonTHLy in the interest of justice. 
If every group were composed of such peo- 
ple as he reports his group to be, and un- 
der the guidance of such leaders who evi- 
dently know the gospel message and be- 
lieve the great Bible doctrines, I can as- 
sure him there would be no occasion for 





any adverse criticisms in the MonrTHLY. 

But if it be true, as reported, that some 
of the missionaries in South Africa refer 
to the movement there as a “modernistic 
revival,” which means that one may join 
it even though he denies the fundamental 
facts about Jesus Christ and simply takes 
Him as an example, I feel sure that Mr. 
Starbuck will admit that in some quarters 
criticisms should be welcomed by the more 
conservative groups, such as his.

while the army was 

reorganizing. Rosecrans was general com- 
mander of the district, and Wagner, post 
commander, 

One day a wide-awake commission pas- 
tor, Rev. A. B. Morey, for many years 
alterward one of Illinois’ honored Presby- 
terian ministers, appeared at Loudon, sent 
to see what service could be rendered the 
soldiers. He had shared in a good deal of 
active work on battlefield and in hospital. 
At Loudon he found that all the churches 
except the Roman Catholic and Episcopal 
were being used as stables. Rosecrans had 
a way of sparing the church buildings of 
these denominations, while taking others 
for hospital or cavalry use. A call on the 
rector of the Episcopal Church showed that 
no help could be expected from that quar- 
ter, so Mr. Morey went to General Wagner 
with the message that the soldiers were 
anxious for religious services but had no 
building suitable for them. At once an 
order was given authorizing the use of the 
Episcopal Church whenever the rector was 
not using it. When the order was shown 
the rector he indignantly refused to ac- 
quiesce. Reporting this to Wagner, he 
said: “I’ll give you another order.” This 
one reversed the first, giving the rector 
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the use of the church when Mr. Morey 
was not holding meetings for the soldiers. 

On the strength of this order notice was 
given that a meeting would be held next 
morning at nine o'clock. Soldiers who were 
off duty crowded the building. A number 
of good singers were found and organized 
into a choir. Preaching was followed by 
testimonies and an inquiry meeting. As 
different companies of men were free to 
attend at different hours, the meetings 
were continued till ten o’clock at night. 
This kept up for two weeks, services every 
day and throughout the entire day. Vol- 
unteer assistants helped with the work, 
which largely assumed the form of a con- 
tinued inquiry meeting. 

As a result of these labors there were 
fifteen hundred conversions. The names of 
the converts were sent to the pastors of 
the churches of their choice at their homes, 
and also were enrolled on the army church 
list. 

Then the boys marched away, some to be 
killed at Kenesaw, some at Atlanta, some 
in other battles. Many arrived at last 
safely at home. How many were faithful 
unto death, no one but the Saviour can teli, 
but not a few were met afterward by Mr. 


that very soon they 
all would again be facing death, and hearts 
were open to be reached by the gospel. 
Chief among the reasons for the revival, 
however, was prayer. Every Christian 
commission pastor prayed for his fellow 
workers by name. The home churches 
were praying for their pastors and soldiers 
at the front. Prayer was focused on 
Loudon. 


Such facts encourage us to long for and 
pray for conversions. Loudon’s experiences 
make us believe and lead us to hope. Sin 
is the same as then, the saving power of 
Christ is the same, and the Holy Spirit 
waits for the opened channels. Such scenes 
may occur again. Though war may not 
come, the war spirit is present, death is 
faced, lives are to be consecrated to the 
cause of Christ against Satan in his every 
form of evil. Now is the time to pray, a 
time of greater need it would seem than 
in those days of civil strife.

I am an interested reader of your pub- 
lication from month to month, and find 
much in it that is profitable and inspiring. 

In your February issue, in editorial 
notes on Washington as a Christian, you 
say: 

“We are saddened by the fact that 
in none of his writings we remember 
to have seen, does the Father of His 
Country mention our Lord Jesus 
Christ. That is not to say that he 
did not know and believe on Him as 
his Saviour and Lord, but he seemed 
to lack that fervor and devotion to His 
person common to 
believers of a later 
day.” 

I am constrained to 
believe that your edi- 
tor wrote the foregoing 
without full knowledge 
of the facts. If he will 
look into a timely little 
volume printed by the 
Abingdon Press of the 
Methodist Book Con- 
cern a little before the 
Washington bicenten- 
ary, entitled, How 
Washington Prayed, by 
William J. Johnstone, 
the editor will see that 
he was mistaken in 
supposing the Father 
of His Country did not, 
in his writings, men- 
tion our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Turn to pages 15-28 
of the book I have 
mentioned. There, un- 
der the heading, “A 
Young Man’s Prayer,” 
is printed a remarkable 
collection of prayers 
written by George Washington himself 
when about twenty years of age. They 
are contained in a little manuscript book 
in the handwriting of George Washing- 
ton. They are neatly written on twenty- 
four pages about the size of the ordinary 
pocket memorandum, entitled, “The Daily 
Sacrifice,” which Washington left in his 
library at Mount Vernon. The author of 
the book, How IWashington Prayed, says 
prefatory to the prayers: ‘Whether 
Washington composed the prayers him- 
self, or copied them from some source as 
yet unknown, has not been determined; 
but they are a revelation of that striking 
character which has been the wonder of 
the world.” 

The late Professor S. F. Upham, who 
filled the chair of Practical Theology in 
Drew Theological Seminary, wrote con- 
cerning these “Daily Prayers” of George 
Washington: “They abound in earnest 
thought, expressed in simple, beautiful, 
fervent and evangelical language. They 
reveal to us the real life of the great 
patriot, and attest his piety. None can 
read these petitions, which bore his de- 
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How Washington Prayed 


sires to God, and often brought answers 
of peace, without having a grander con- 
ception of Washington’s character.” 

These prayers, reprinted by special per- 
mission of Rev. Dr. Herbert Burk, oc- 
cupy nearly twelve closely printed pages. 
They include only twelve prayers, for 
morning and evening use, and are well 
worth reading in their entirety. I shall 
only quote from them portions in which 
young Washington did mention our Lord 
Jesus Christ, thereby showing that he did 
know and believe upon Him. 


Specimen Prayers 


In the first prayer, for Sunday morn- 
ing, are these words: “Accept of me for

the merits of Thy Son Jesus Christ.” 
“Give me grace to hear Thee calling on 
me in Thy Word... . to the saving of 
my soul in the day of the Lord Jesus.” 
“Bless my kindred, family, friends and 
country. ... for His sake who laid down 
in the grave and rose again for us, Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 

In the second prayer, for Sunday eve- 
ning, are these words: “O most glorious 
God, in Jesus Christ my merciful and 
loving Father.” “Remit my transgres- 
sions, negligences and ignorances, and 
cover them all with the absolute obedi- 
ence of Thy dear Son, that those sacri- 
fices which I have offered may be ac- 
cepted by Thee, in and for the sacrifice 
of Jesus Christ, offered upon the cross 
for me.” “Increase my faith and direct 
me to the true object, Jesus Christ the 
way, the truth and the life.’ “For the 
sake of Thy dear Son, Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 

From the prayer for Monday morning: 
“Daily frame me more and more into the 
likeness of Thy Son Jesus Christ.” 
“When we shall come to make our last 


prayer before Thee, blessed Saviour, who i 


hath taught us to pray, our Father,” etc. 

For Monday evening: “Be merciful to 
me, O God, and pardon me for Jesus 
Christ’s sake.” “Let the world be filled 
with the knowledge of Thee and Thy Son 
Jesus Christ.” “For Jesus Christ’s sake, 
in whose most holy name and words | 
continue to pray, Our Father,” etc. 

For Tuesday morning: “I beseech Thee 
for the sake of Him in whom Thou art 
well pleased, the Lord Jesus Christ, to 
permit us to render Thee deserved thanks 
and praises for Thy manifold mercies.” 
“Be Thou our Guide this day and for- 
ever, through Jesus Christ, in whose 
blessed form of prayer I conclude my 
weak petitions.” 

For Tuesday eve- 
ning: “Into Thy hands 
I commend myself, 
both soul and body, in 
the name of Thy Son 
Jesus Christ.” “For the 
sake of Jesus Christ, in 
whose name and words 
I continue to pray.” 

For Wednesday 
morning: “Almighty 
and Eternal Lord God, 
the God and Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
“I humbly beseech 
Thee to be merciful to 
me in the free pardon 
of my sins, for the sake 
of Thy dear Son, my 
only Saviour, Jesus 
Christ.” “Keep me in 
perfect peace, which | 
ask in the name of and 
for the sake of Jesus.” 

For Wednesday eve- 


=i ning: “Let my _ soul 
bx Cai watch for the coming 
© Underwood of the Lord Jesus.” 


“Hear me, I beseech 
Thee, for the sake oi 
my dear Redeemer, in whose most holy 
words I further pray, Our Father,” etc. 

For Thursday morning: “Thou didst 
send Thy Son to take our nature upon’— 
here the manuscript suddenly ends, at the 
close of a page. Whether the other pray- 
ers were lost, or the prayers were never 
completed, has not been determined. I 
have quoted enough, however, to prove 
clearly that George Washington did 
“mention our Lord Jesus Christ in his 
writings.” 

If in later writings he failed to always 
mention by name our blessed Saviour, we 
may be reasonably sure it was not by in- 
tent, or from lack of faith in the Lord 
who redeemed us.

ERE is a message 
from Israel's 
great optimist. 


He was not a 
thoughtless optimist who 
never saw the evil about him, but a prophet 
who believed in the ultimate triumph of 
God and right. Many of his Psalms begin 
with a pessimistic note, but every one of 
them ends in triumph. 

He was a man whose life was inter- 
spersed with much sorrow and trouble. His 
rebellious son exiled him from the throne 
until slain by Joab. Earlier Saul dogged 
his steps from mountain to valley and from 
valley to mountain in search of his life. He 
disgraced himself with murder and adul- 
tery. While he reigned as king his ene- 
mies were numerous and insistent. Surely 
David was accorded more opportunities to 
be gloomy than the average man. But in 
spite of his checkered career, David in his 
sorrow saw the comfort of God; in his 
sins, the forgiveness of God, and in his 
disappointments, the providences of God. 
Hence, the beauty of the text. 


Paul and Some Other Saints 


Paul expressed the same great truth that 
David experienced in his terse statement, 
“In everything give thanks.” On one oc- 
casion he enumerates his troubles; ship- 
wreck, prison, stoned, hungry, and whipped ; 
yet he exclaims, “Out of them all the Lord 
delivered me.” 

All the saints have experienced sorrow 
and heartaches in their lives. Those who 
have spoken to the world in books or from 
the public platform have left their testi- 
mony that they profited more from their 
hardships than from their pleasant experi- 
ences. 

Any man is unfortunate who has never 
had trouble. A layman once asked another, 

“Why is it that your pastor, though a 
brilliant orator, has so little heart in his 
sermons ?” 

His friend replied, “He has never had 
any great trouble.” 

A few months after that such a sorrow 
came into his life, and hearts 
were stirred when he preached 
and souls yielded to his appeal. 


The Blasted Orchard 

Some years ago a young man 
went out West to make his for- 
tune. He invested every cent he 
had in a fruit farm. It meant a 
few years of waiting before the 
trees would produce a paying 
crop.

“No man stood by me.”

The evident kindness of his 
heart, and the absence of patronage, the 
“I am better than thou” attitude, will

conquer any intended unkind reception. 
The poorly dressed will appeal to him as 
effectively as the well dressed, and often 
give better results. The tracts should be 
carefully chosen, and frequently changed. 
Scripture portions are better than tracts, 
though more costly. 

Of course this assumes the co-operation 
of the pastor and congregation, a worth 
while Bible message, a sympathetic 
prayer, heartfelt singing, and a warm wel- 
come in the pew to which the stranger 
is led. I believe a wise and earnest ap- 
plication of the above suggestion will 
partly meet the command, “Compel them

THE PROBLEM OF EUROPE 


That Europe is virtually a pagan con- 
tinent is now very generally recognized, 
the great masses being in ignorance of 
even the elements of divine truth, with 
only smali groups or isolated individual 
believers scattered here and there. There 
is a literal famine of truth, Bibles being 
difficult to obtain, with a corresponding 
blanket of ignorance and spiritual dark- 
ness that is appalling. From every sec- 
tion come most pathetic stories of hungry- 
hearted believers or seekers, ridiculed or 
persecuted, with no source of help, and 
frequently unable to procure a copy of 
God’s Word. That Europe needs the gos- 
pel, almost as much as some of the 
heathen lands, cannot be denied. 

That believers in more favored coun- 
tries, like our own, have a serious respon- 
sibility in the matter seems so evident as 
to need no arguing. Some splendid work 
is being done on behalf of several Euro- 
pean fields by God’s people in both Britain 
and America. Some very fine and effec- 
tive organizations, such as the Belgian 
Gospel Mission, are carrying on a most 
fruitful testimony ; while individual work- 
ers not a few are also, with great sacrifice 
and devotion, making a wonderful con- 
tribution. 


Where Men and Money Fail 


But the vast masses are still unreached, 
and the rising generation presents a pic- 
ture truly staggering. The question of 
ways and means presents many difficulties. 
Many well meaning attempts have been 
made, and some very considerable sums 
of money invested by various groups, but 
results have been in many instances, 
sadly disappointing, largely owing to un- 
satisfactory methods. Placing large sums 
of American money at the disposal of 
European leaders has not always proven 
satisfactory. With widely different back- 
grounds and ways of thinking, problems 
of administration are likely to arise that 
lead to an unhappy breakdown. On the 
other hand, sending large numbers of 
American workers over to Europe, particu- 
larly the eastern portion, has also been 
tried, but again serious difficulties have 
been encountered, largely from the fact 
of their being foreigners, having little un- 
derstanding of the native life, and coming 
up against handicaps in the way of gov- 
ernmental and police interference. 

In keeping with the present hour mis- 
sionary thinking of all sections of the 
world, it is becoming apparent that the 
most practical and effective way of 
evangelizing Europe must be through the 
medium of her own sons. Our outside con- 
tributions can be made most effective by 
employing them in the training of native 
believers, who in turn will become wit- 
nesses to and leaders among their own 
people. A well known Christian evangel- 
ist from America who has spent many 
years in successful ministry in eastern 
Europe, where he has become recognized 
as an outstanding and worthy leader, has 
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recently expressed himself on this im- 


portant question, as follows: 


The Bible Institute Plan 


“Regarding the question as to whether 
it is advisable to send American mission- 
aries to central Europe or not, I should 
answer in the negative. Our own experi- 
ence and that of others, in this and other 
adjoining countries, has been that the per- 
mission to stay is so hard to obtain and 
the uncertainty of the permit being can- 
celled at very short notice, make it very

difficult to plan any constructive work. 
In addition thereto, in this country, for- 
eigners are forbidden to preach. In our 
own case, we are fortunate enough to 
possess a British passport, in addition to 
having spent twelve years in the country 
and gained the confidence and good will 
of the local authorities. Despite the fact 
that on three occasions attempts have been 
made to put us out, I think we may re- 
gard ourselves as firmly settled here now. 
But I would not advise any other foreigner 
to try it. There are enough good Bible 
institutes where native workers can be 
trained, so that the work can be carr-ed 
on, after it has once been started and the 
proper foundation laid.” 

Let no one jump to the conclusion that 
no money or workers should be sent to 
Europe. There is need and opportunity 
for both, but careful judgment and dis- 
cernment are necessary. The writer of the 
above paragraph is himself an exception 
to the general rule which he advocates, 
and there are others. But it must be ap- 
parent to the thoughtful person that the 
most natural and effective method of 
evangelization must lie in the direction of 
suitably trained men and women who will 
return to their own people as spiritual 
guides and counsellors. Bible training in- 
stitutions then become the key to this mo- 
mentous situation. Perhaps supporting a 
Bible institute, or supporting a native stu- 
dent in such an institute, on the field, or 


at the home base, may not have the touch 
of romance sometimes associated with mis- 
sionary giving, but it will prove one of 
the most effective methods of evangeliz- 
ing the needy unreached fields of Europe. 





A NEW TESTAMENT WITNESS IN 
THE PHILIPPINES 


A group of conservative Baptists, drawn 
together by a common conviction and love 
for the truth, are carrying on a splendid 
work in the Philippine Islands, based on 
the New Testament message and method. 
With a home committee, of which Mrs. 
Henry Peabody is chairman, and a staff 
of nearly twenty field workers, a ministry 
of evangelism and Bible school training 
is being carried on in Manilla and Iloilo. 

A recent bulletin tells of plans for im- 
mediate expansion into new fields, and of 
the proposed beginning of a new evangel- 
izing agency, by means of a gospel ship, 
that will enable them to reach many small 
islands and communities hitherto un- 
touched. Some of our readers have long 
been familiar with the famed gospel boat 
that for years plied the waters of the 
inland Sea of Japan under ‘the command 
of Capt. Luke Bickel. Several years ago 
that ministry was discontinued, and it was 
reported that the boat was to be sold to a 
salvaging concern. 

In the good providence of God, and in 
answer to very definite prayer, that boat 
has now been acquired by the Association 
of Baptists for Evangelism in the Orient, 
and will soon be in commission for evan- 
gelism in the waters of the Phillipine Is- 
lands under charge of Capt. Ellis Skol- 
field, a man of God whose soul is on fire 
for the salvation of the lost. It is hoped 
that the ministry of this floating chapel 
may extend even as far as_ northern 
Borneo, carrying a ministry of healing for 

both body and soul to literally hundreds 
of islands and small communities where 
no ray of light has as yet penetrated the 
great darkness. 





ROME ON THE RAMPAGE 

The Belgian Gospel Mission has been so 
greatly blessed of God that the Roman 
Catholic Church has become stirred up to 
a state bordering on frenzy. A_ recent 
communication from Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
C. Norton states that for a long time a 
campaign of syndicated articles has been 
carried on against them in the church 
papers, constantly increasing in virulency. 
In the late summer a great Catholic Con- 
gress was organized in Brussels, attended, 
it was claimed, by more than a hundred 
thousand young people, for the express 
purpose of organizing warfare against the 
Protestant movement in the land. A num- 
ber of resolutions were passed, of which 
the following is a résumé: 

“It is most urgent that Belgium Cath- 
olics open their eyes to the extent, prog- 
ress and danger of the unrestrained prop- 
aganda which the Protestant heresy is 
carrying on in our country since the war. 
We must without delay take measures to 
enlighten the people, to oppose the heretic 
propaganda, and to bring back those who 
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have been led astray.. This we must ac- 
‘omplish by dogmatic sermons. and by 
training young theological students in the 
art of controversy that they may be able 
to refute heretical error. We must also 
train all our Catholic young people, of both 
sexes, who will be the future leaders of 
Belgium, to take the offensive against 
these Protestants and to interfere in Prot- 
estant open air meetings. We must 
create an anti-Protestant mentality amongst 
our people. We must publish anti-Pro- 
testant literature attacking openly Protes- 
tant doctrine and teaching Catholic dogma.” 

The great Catholic hierarchy having 
thus declared war on the little flock of 
God, are losing no time in the publication 
i what they consider suitable literature. 
One foul booklet entitled, Why I am 
Catholic and not Protestant, begins by as- 
serting that the founders of Protestantism 
were notorious libertines, such as Luther, 
Calvin, Zwingli, etc., and cite scurrilous 
anecdotes to prove this assertion. It states 
that the doctrine of Protestantism is in 
brief—“Believe what you want to believe 
and do as you like.” It waxes warm over 
the evils following in the train of Protes- 
tantism, and accuses it of being the fault 
of all the revolutions and divisions that 
have ravaged Europe. It is amazing to 
find Rome of the blood stained hands ac- 
cusing Protestants of all the persecuting 
crimes of which history declares herself to 
be guilty. 

Reports from various out-stations of the 
}elgian Gospel Mission show clearly that 
Rome purposes applying herself with fresh 
vigor to the exterminating of those whom 
she regards as heretics, but the same re- 
ports convey most cheering news of spir- 
itual revival and real hunger for the Word 
of God.

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tung, and that is—‘miraculous.’ The Chin- 
ese Church, beginning with its ministers 
and elders, is being completely trans- 
formed. Many old time missionaries say, 
‘I have never seen anything like this in 
all my experience.’ 

“Even with this warning, I, a compar- 
atively new worker, was quite unprepared 
to see what I witnessed in a little thatch 
roofed church in the country about twenty 
miles from Weihsien. So far as any physi- 
cal arrangements, or aids to worship, or 
stunts that the westerner feels so essential, 
there was a complete lack of them. 
that the Spirit of God was there no one 
could doubt. 


A Time of Confession 


“A meeting was in progress when I 
arrived, at which the moderator of pres- 
bytery, Rev. G. C. Liu, was to speak. 
Hymns had been sung, prayer had been of- 
fered, and the moderator stepped forward 
to deliver his sermon. Instead of stand- 
ing behind the pulpit, however, he came to 
the front, and there upon his knees he con- 
fessed to spiritual pride, acknowledging 
that he had felt superior in spiritual life 
to the clerk of the presbytery, and to the 
foreign missionary, mentioning them both 
by name. Before he could go on with his 
sermon, he must confess publicly and ask 
their pardon. As he knelt there, with his 
face bowed to the floor, we all felt con- 
victed of our own spiritual pride. I have 
seldom seen such a costly spiritual action 
as this self-negation of the moderator. 

“As he arose irom his knees and started 
to begin his sermon, he was interrupted by 
the chief elder of the village, one of the 
hosts of the meeting, who started to make 
his confession. He stated that he had 
been very proud and argumentative, even 
to quarrelsomeness, and was dreaded 
throughout the village for his sharp 
tongue. To see this man of almost sixty 
bowed to the ground, with his face cov- 
ered with tears, and hear his heartbroken 
confession, made more of an impression 
than a thousand sermons could have done. 

“As the moderator again attempted to 
begin his sermon, another man stood up 
and asked the clerk of presbytery to for- 
give a grudge he had held against him for 
over twenty years. He started to sit down, 
when God spoke to him again, and this 
time he continued under a greater emo- 
tional effort to make further confessions, 
some of which were truly awful. 


Fruits of Righteousness 


“Once more the moderator started his 
sermon, now a whole hour late, when an- 
other elder stepped up to the altar and 
began his confession. Among other things, 
he stated that he should resign as treasurer 
of a tobacco company, because he felt that 
this business was harmful, and therefore 
as a Christian he could not make money 
from it. 

“It was over an hour and a half before 
the moderator was able to take up his ser- 
mon. Need it be stated that what he said 
was vital and to the point, and carried the 
conviction of a personal experience of 
Christ. This meeting is a sample of what 
is going on here in this section of China. 

“About fruits. For some considerable 
time our presbytery was losing in net mem- 
bership vear by year.

CHANGES IN THE NEAR EAST 


Dr. Robert P. Wilder, secretary of the 
Near East Christian Council, writes in 
the News Bulletin of a recent extended 
trip through territory under Turkish con- 
trol or influence, and notes many great and 
significant changes. While old traditions 
and customs are giving way to ideas im- 
ported from the West, and religious think- 
ing is undergoing a radical revolution, yet 
the general picture presented leads us to 
feel that there is no thought on the part 
of the authorities of making it easier for 
the Christian missionaries, except inasmuch 
as they may serve to promote the new style 
of culture which is the alluring thing of 
the hour. We read that government regu- 
lations forbid missionaries speaking on re- 
ligious subjects to patients in the mission 
hospitals, or presenting Christ to their 
pupils in school or on school premises. 
In fact, the law forbids the evangelization 
of any who are under eighteen years. A 
recent ruling decrees that history cannot 
be taught by foreigners in any school or 
college, but Turks must be secured as 
teachers of this subject. Moreover, the 
government is preparing its own history, 
which must be used by all schools and 
colleges. 

A certain director of education, himself 
a Turk, said to Dr. Wilder, in privacy, 
just after the latter had addressed a com- 
pany of youth on character building, “It 
is harder now than it was before for stu- 
dents, because there is no basis on which 
to build character. Better have inferior 
religion than no religion at all.” 


The New Woman in Persia 


Quoting from Mrs. J. D. Payne, re- 
garding the emancipation of women in 
Mohammedan Persia: 

“The veil is being discarded not only 
in the capital city but even in the fanat- 
ical centers such as Tabriz and Meshed, 
At the recent graduation in the former 
city there were no veiled girls among the 
graduates. It is said there are as many 
as a hundred families in Meshed who are 
forging ahead for real freedom for their 
women. ‘At the last minute,’ writes a 
missionary’s wife in Meshed, ‘I was pre- 
vented from going to a tea at the home of 
one of the teachers of the girls’ school, 
and my husband went alone. Upon ar- 
riving he was greeted at the door by the 
hostess, an almost unheard of thing. He 
. found several other couples there, the 
wives completely unveiled and very much 


at their ease in the company of men. How--

reached when three women’s hats (for- 
eign importations) were brought out and 
my husband was asked to pass judgment 
on them, and even to tell the ladies which 
way they were to be worn!” 

And again: “There was recently held a 
meeting of upperclass Persian women, led 
by the daughter of the minister of the 
court, one of the graduates of our girls’ 
school, in the reception room of the im- 
perial palace in Teheran. Its purpose was 
the formation of an organization of women 
to assist the ‘Red Lion and Sun’ (the 
Persion Red Cross). It was sponsored by 
the queen, and many of the women, includ- 
ing the speaker, appeared without veils.” 





THE GATES OF TIBET OPENING 


The Chinese-Tibetan border no longer 
bars the missionary, and under the pro- 
tection of Tibetan hosts, Christian guests 
may take distant journeys. Missionaries 
have taken into Tibet their wives and chil- 
dren during the summer season and thus 
secured firm friends. Chinese control has 
been effectively applied over some import- 
ant Tibetan centers and facilitates mission- 


ary occupation. Lhamo, a nomad center 
three days’ ride beyond the Chinese border, 
12,000 feet above sea level, approached 
through robber-infested country, and the 
seat of an important lamasery, has been 
occupied. Denja, whose monastery has 
been visited at intervals and is subject to 
Lhamo, will also soon be occupied. This 
marks real progress in the occupation of 
Tibet and calls for devout praise to God. 

The Moravian missionaries have com- 
pleted as far as the end of Proverbs the 
translation of the Old Testament into 
Tibetan, and draft translations of the 
prophets will be revised during the winter 
months. The parables of our Lord vividly 
appeal to the Tibetans and are eagerly read. 
On the Indian-Tibetan border Moravian 
evangelists, who have ‘returned from a 
journey to Ladakh (North Kashmir), re- 
port an encouraging welcome by the people 
and a thirst to hear and to read the gospel. 
Tibet is being opened by prayer, and prayer 
alone will keep it open—World Dominion.

However, they are on 
parade and those who will persist can look 
on the procession.—Chicago Evening Post. 





MEL TROTTER VICE-PRESIDENT 
OF BIOLA 


Rev. Melvin E. Trotter, well known 
evangelist, is the new vice-president of the 
Bible Institute of Los Angeles.

It was in 
1908 he first began to send out from his 
office Scripture portions to the rural 
schools of the Southland. When the World 
War broke out he enlarged his field to 
the soldiers and sailors in Europe. Dur-

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was secretary of the American Scripture 
Gift Mission, more than three million 
Bibles, Testaments, Gospels, and other por- 
tions of Scripture were sent out, mostly 
as free grants to rural day and Sunday 
School teachers.—News Letter.

WHO PAYS THIS BILL?

Who pays this bill? It is clearly too 
large for advertising purposes. Who is 
back of the enterprise? Which leads to 
another question: What is the purpose of 
the enterprise? Is it to generate sentiment 
for or against prohibition?—Serving-and-

STRAW VOTES—STRAW CONVIC- 
TIONS 


Some wet politicians, particularly candi- 
dates for office, are taking fresh courage to 
advertise their wetness because of the show- 
ing made by the Literary Digest poll. One 
of the appalling features of political life 
is the lack of moral convictions on the part 
of many office holders and office seekers. 
What a pitiable excuse of manhood is the 
person who does not know where he stands 
morally until the people make enough noise 
to make a particular position appear 
politically safe. And when the rank and 
file themselves are swayed only by circum- 
stances, having no moral foundation upon 
which to establish themselves, the politician 
with his ear to the ground is indeed a 
sickly specimen of the genus homo. 

Should one wish to question further the 
accuracy or the propriety of this poll, he 
might point out the unfairness of precipi- 
tating this questionable enterprise at the 
most critical point in this distressing 
economic depression, when the great mass 
of our people are in confusion of mind 
and ready to catch at any straw that has 
a “promise” of relief, no matter how false 
the promise may be. To those who believe 
in fair play and in the righteousness of the 
prohibition cause, this Literary Digest poll 
is seen as not only a nuisance but a pernic- 
ious capitalizing of the nation’s distress to 
the advantage of the iniquitous liquor traffic 
that sees a possibility of coming back to 
power as a rider of an economic issue. 

Some people are so devoid of moral 
vision as to assume that a moral issue can 
be settled by a referendum of any kind. 
Such a question can be settled only upon 
the basis of eternal principles. Imagine 
Christ, the apostles, or any person who has 
stood out as a factor in the moral progress 
of the world, waiting for a referendum in 
order to determine his own position on any 
moral issue. The man whose attitude to- 
ward such questions depends on a referen- 
dum is but a moral nonentity, if not a 
moral bankrupt. At best he is little more 
than the tail-end of a weather vane— 
Religious Telescope. 





LAWLESSNESS IN THE UNITED 
STATES 

The whole country has been stirred by 
the kidnapping of the Lindbergh baby. The 
sympathy of the nation has been with 
Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh in a very un- 
usual degree. 

This tragedy has aroused the American 
people to the prevalence of the spirit of 
lawlessness. The United States has an 
unenviable record in crime. There is more 
lawlessness in this country than in any 
other of the major nations of the world, 
and law-breakers are treated with more 
lenience here than anywhere else. 

There are several factors that encourage 
crime. First, there is too much disposition 
to select the laws we will obey. Prohibi- 
tion, for instance, has been blamed for 
much of the lawlessness. The trouble goes 
deeper than that. Daily papers and officials 
that throw up their hands in horror when 
a ghastly crime is committed, have been 
nourishing the lawless spirit by encourag- 
ing the American people to violate the na- 
tional Constitution.

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tion of one law is encouraging violation of 
all law. 

The roots of lawlessness go still deeper. 
They go into the homes and schools. Old- 
fashioned discipline in the homes and 
schools is almost a thing of the past. The 
seeds of lawlessness are being sown in 
the lives of children who are allowed to 
do as they please. Thirteen and fourteen 
year old boys and girls are turned loose in 
cars at night to go—the parents know not 
where. Many fathers and mothers seem 
not to care until their hearts are broken. 
Then it is too late. The responsibility for 
much of the lawlessness should be placed 
where it belongs—on fathers and mothers 
who have not controlled their children. 

In current literature, in classrooms, and 
in many pulpits can be found teaching 
which encourages lawlessness. God is pic- 
tured as a good-natured, indulgent Being 
who tolerates sin and will not bring men to 
judgment for their sins. In state schools, 
and in the daily papers and magazines, 
men and women are teaching that sin is 
ignorance or misfortune, that there is no 
personal Devil, that hell is a myth, and 
that all men are the children of God. That 
sort of teaching is as old as man—it started 
back in Eden when a personal Devil told 
the first woman that she would not die if 
she disobeyed God, if she violated law. My 
pen point is resting now on the genesis of 
lawlessness—the teaching and _ preaching 
that denies the Word of God, makes light 
of the holiness of God, laughs at sin, and 
despises law.—Baptist Messenger.

Regular Baptists are desig- 
nated as only such members of this de- 
nomination as believe in the inspiration, in- 
errancy, infallibility and authority of the 
Bible. Delegations are to consist of the 
pastor and one lay member for every hun- 
dred or fraction thereof from the member- 
ship of the local church appointing them. 
The purpose of this convocation is to dis- 
cuss the high scriptural principles for 
which the denomination has stood from the 
time of its origin, and determine ways and 
means by which it can best be advanced 
in the present day—Baptist Temple News. 








EASTER BUNNIES A MENACE 

A resolution protesting against the use 
of bunnies and eggs on Easter greeting 
cards as “tending to paganize our children 
and blind their spiritual sight,” was intro- 
duced recently at the weekly meeting of the 
Presbyterian Ministerial Association of 
Philadelphia. 

The resolution charges that the tradi- 
tional Easter symbols, together with the 
use of red candles, Santa Claus and poin- 
settias at Christmas time, are part of a 
“combined, insidious attack on the tradi- 
tions of the Church and Christianity itself.” 
It suggests the Cross and the open tomb 
of the resurrection would be more proper 
than rabbits and eggs on Easter cards.—

A recent Associated Press article states 
that “certain hymns containing the ‘imag- 
ery of blood’ are likely to be dropped from 
the hymnal of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South.” 

Rev. Dr. John W. Langdale, secretary 
of the commission on revision of the 
hymnal of these two bodies, told a gather- 
ing of Methodist ministers that the songs 
about blood had become “revolting” to the 
younger people.

FIGHTING FILTH 

Various localities all over the country are 
taking up the fight against printed filth 
which has recently spread over the country 
in the form of supposedly humorous maga- 
zines, the humor of which, however, is 
nothing but the cloak of brazen obscenity 
and lasciviousness. In Washington, D. C., 
more than 130 news dealers were arrested 
when they ignored the warning of the 
United States District Attorney, and three 
new comic magazines were cleared from 
the stands in the drive. The same comic 
magazines were also prohibited in Jersey 
City, N. J., and in Richmond, Va. New 
York City is now falling into line and is 
waging a vigorous campaign to sweep the 
salacious magazines from the market. A 
movement against these periodicals is also 
under way in Philadelphia. 

Aggressive measures against printed filth 
might well be undertaken also in our own 
circles. The magazines in question have, 
as we happen to know, great vogue also 
among our own people. These printed 
products of the sewer get into the homes 
of our people and principally into the hands 
of the young. Parents are not exercising 
enough care in supervising the reading mat- 
ter of the children. Even in these days 
of abnormal conditions in the home, the 
father can exercise his right of keeping its 
atmosphere clear of moral filth. Somehow 
or other parents seem to think that any 
printed matter which is sold publicly and 
openly cannot be so bad, not realizing that 
American liberty is often the excuse for 
unashamed license. The magazine market 
is crowded with nastiness. Parents are 
concerned about the health of their chil- 
dren’s bodies. Let them show at least an 
equal concern for their souls— American 
Lutheran. 





SEX-CRIME LITERATURE ON THE 
INCREASE 


The domestic circulation of the sex and 
crime magazine total is estimated at about 
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15,000,000 copies per month for the United 
States, which would mean _ 180,000,000 
copies per year. If three persons read a 
single copy each month, then 45,000,000 
people read this filth each month. This 
estimation does not take into consideration 
the pornographic books. It is estimated 
that 97 per cent of these magazines are 
bought at newsstands; while of the legiti- 
mate magazines half are bought by annual 
subscription. It is estimated that over 100 
per cent of these magazines have originated 
since 1920. Books that deal with porn- 
ographic subjects have had a like increase. 
Our nation is under the charge of harbor- 
ing more indecent periodicals than any 
other country. A large per cent of our 
citizens have no idea of the literary 
garbage that is being distributed over the 
country before the eyes of the young peo- 
ple and for them to read. Much less do 
they realize the harm that may be done 
by this class of literature. We do not 
realize that we are using the word “sex” 
one hundred times more today than we did 
one hundred years ago. We have gotten 
into the habit of doing all of our business 
from a sex standpoint. It lines our high- 
ways. It is upon our streets. In our cities 
it is upon every hand during our working 
hours. It is upon every hand during our 
pleasure hours. When we enter our hotel 
room, after a hard day’s work, we look up 
on the wall and see some enterprising busi- 
ness man has advertised his business upon 
a calendar and has emphasized it with sex. 
—Bulletin.

A great mass of wage workers, execu- 
tives and young business people have never 
before witnessed a severe business depres- 
sion. Ever since Germany declared war 
in 1914—with the exception of a very short

In view of the steady work and easy 
profits which the above described condition 
made possible, this new generation has felt 
sufficient in itself. Sabbath Schools and 
churches have been neglected, family 
prayers have been given up, and Sunday has 
been made a common holiday. Hence, un- 
like previous generations, a large per- 
centage of the people now unemployed, or 
losing money in business, have no faith 
upon which to fall back. When employed 
or making money, they did nothing to store 
up spiritual reserves, and hence have none 
to draw upon now that employment and 
profits have vanished. As a result, great 
masses of people are discouraged and know 
not where to turn. The material wealth 
upon which they solely depended has gone. 
They have no spiritual wealth upon which 
to draw, and they are tired out physically. 

What is true of individuals is also true of 
nations. . .. 

People should understand that before 
prosperity can return there must be a re- 
newed interest in the spiritual life by both 
individuals and nations. Nations should 
realize that the world has always possessed 
raw materials and labor; but has been 
prosperous only when the people have been 
actuated by a religious faith to use the 
resources for advancement and_ service. 
This is the law of life, and now is the 
time when it should be taught in churches,

23-29) he showed that the 
mere fact of circumcision did not make the 
Jew righteous before God; and after show- 
ing how men are made righteous by grace 
through faith (3:21-26) he adds (since all 
have sinned) that this one way of salvation 
is alike for both “the circumcision” (the 
Jews) and for “the uncircumcision” (the 
Gentiles). 





DISCREPENT STATEMENTS AS TO 
ABRAHAM 


J. K., Stockham, Neb. 


Question: Genesis 12:4 does not har- 
monize with 11:26, 32 and Acts 7:4. 

Answer: The apparent contradiction 
grows out of the assumption that in Gene- 
sis 11:26 the names of Terah’s sons are 
given in the order of their birth, the deduc- 
tion then being that since Terah was sev- 
enty years old when Abraham was born 
and died when he was two hundred and 
five; hence Abraham at that time was one 
hundred and thirty-five years old. Instead 
of being confused by a supposition and a 
deduction, would it not be better to accept 
the plain statement. of inspiration that the 
age of Abraham at that time was only 
seventy-five (Gen. 12:4)? The explanation 
is that Abraham’s name heads the list of 
Terah’s sons not because he was the first- 
born, but probably because he was the 
most eminent when Genesis was written.

Question: We disagree with your inter- 
pretation of I Timothy 2:15 in the March 
number, and would suggest that the de- 
liverance here mentioned is the deliverance 
from the defiling and entangling dangers 
of antichristian cults and delusions, and 
that the remedy is for woman to stick to 
the same home calling and duties for which 
she was created (I Tim. 5:13, 14). 

Answer: While to a degree we approve 
of these sentiments, we do not accept them 
as a proper interpretation of the passage. 
Instead we suggest another: Since the 
onus of the transgression which introduced 
sin into the world is properly placed by 
Paul upon the woman, nevertheless through 
a woman the Saviour was born into the 
world (Gal. 4:4). It was this particular 
childbearing that made salvation of women 
possible. The Greek has the definite article 
in I Timothy 2:15: “She shall be saved 
through the childbearing.”

RESPONSIBILITY OF PARENTS 
R. W. G., Chicago, Ill. 

Question: Does God hold praying par- 
ents responsible for the sins of their chil- 
dren? What does the Bible teach about 
the duty of Christian parents? 

Answer: Parents are responsible for 
their part in the proper training of their 
children and for the proper example they 
set before them. Parents are responsible 
to God both to obey His commandments 
(Deut. 4:3) and also to teach them to 
their children, enforcing them so far as 
is in their power (Deut. 6:1, 2, 7-9). The 
parent is to train his child (Prov. 22:6) 
and correct when necessary (Prov. 23:13). 
The duty of.the Christian parent is well 
summarized in Ephesians 5:4. Unless there 
is such prayerful oversight the parent in 
some degree partakes of the sins of his 
children should they go wrong. However, 
the child must bear the penalty for his own 
sins since he is personally accountable to 
God (Ezek. 18:2, 20). Many children go 
to the bad in spite of Christian training 
and wholesome home influences. Sometimes 
godly parents have wayward children be- 
cause of associations, teachings in schools 
and colleges, and conditions over which 
they have no control, and hence cannot 
be held wholly responsible. In these days 
in particular parents need the prayers of 
God’s people. 





ABRAHAMIC COVENANT 
M. E. C., Dtxon, Til. 


Question: Was the Abrahamic cove- 
nant conditional or unconditional? 

Answer: For the content of the Abra- 
hamic covenant see Genesis 12:7; 13:15; 
15:7, 10; 17:7-14; 22:15-18: 26:2-5: 
28:12, 13; Exod. 3:3-5, 8. So many refer- 
ences to this covenant, given under various 
circumstances, reveal the importance of it. 
The main features of the covenant are the 
land given to the seed of Abraham and the 
number and character of his descendants. 
Only two of these passages even suggest 
anything conditional about this covenant. 
In Genesis 26:2-5, where the covenant was 
renewed to Isaac, there was a famine in 
the land and Jehovah appeared unto him 
and told him not to go down into Egypt 
but to sojourn in the land. These were 
words of guidance and assurance. Nothing 
intimates that the covenant itself was now 
made conditional. The other possible sug- 
gestion of any condition is found in Gene- 
sis 17:14. Circumcision was to be the to- 
ken of the covenant. This, however, was 
an individual sign of the covenant, not a 
national exception, and did not make void 
the Abrahamic covenant in itself, which 
was perpetual, or everlasting. See Leviti- 
cus 26:42, 44, 45; Romans 11:26, 27. 





NEVER PERISHING 
G. H. S., Aberdeen, Idaho. 


Question: How do you explain John 
10:27, 28 in the light of Hebrews 6:4-6? 
We do not understand this latter passage. 

Answer: One of the rules of Bible in- 
terpretation is, interpret the Bible in the 
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light of its plainest teaching. Since the 
facts in John 10:27, 28 are as plain as lan- 
guage can make them, the doubtful Hebrew 
passage should be interpreted in their light, 
rather than vice versa. Proceeding upon 
this assumption the Holy Spirit is not 
teaching a different truth in the Hebrew 
passage from that taught by Jesus in the 
John passage. The passage in Hebrews 
may be interpreted as saying either (1) 
that it is impossible to renew backsliders 
to repentance while they continue to cru- 
cify the Son of God afresh; or (2) that 
the case of falling away is merely a sup- 
positious one, for afterward the writer 
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says to those addressed that he is persuaded 
better things of them (vv. 9-11). 





TRUTH FROM THE EARTH 
R. J. H., Rockford, Ill. 

Questions: (1) How shall truth spring 
out of the earth (Ps. 85:11)? (2) Please 
explain Matthew 24:29-31. 

Answers: (1) The psalmist is express- 
ing poetically his confidence that God will 
abundantly answer the prayer in the first 
part of the Psalm. Perhaps it means that 
then (Millennium) truth will spring out of 
the human heart, where now there is so 
much untruth, because God will write His 
law upon the heart. (2) It is our opinion 
that this language can refer only to the 
second advent. The tribulation here re- 
ferred to is the Great Tribulation, which 
occurs at the end of the present age. Im- 
mediately after Jesus Christ will return in 
person. In that connection there will be 
simultaneous “signs” in sun and moon and 
stars (Luke 21:25). While there have 
been similar signs before, these here de- 
scribed will surpass them all. His visible 
return with the cloud of heaven in power 
and great glory will be accompanied by 
special manifestations in the heavenly 
bodies. At that time also His angels will 
gather His elect (Jews) to Palestine 
(Deut. 20:1-5). All these things will occur 
in the generation of which Christ was 
speaking, namely, the one in which He 
will return. 





EASTER 
H. R. T., Lancaster, Pa. 


Question: Where does the word “Eas- 
ter” come from? Is it of heathen origin? 
How did the word come to be used by the 
Church? 


Answer: Our English word comes from 
the Anglo Saxon name Eastre, or Estra, 
the name of a Teutonic goddess, to whom 
a sacrifice was offered in April. The word 
occurs in Acts 12:4 where it stands for the 
Passover, as correctly translated in the Re- 
vised Version. The Passover continued to 
be celebrated by the early Jewish Chris- 
tians, rightly regarding Christ as the true 
paschal lamb. Thus this custom naturally 
became a commemoration of the death and 
resurrection of our Lord. Since the cele- 
bration of the event preceded the use of 
the name there seems to be no good reason 
to object to the celebration of Easter sim- 
ply because of the origin of the name.

AGAINST CHURCH UNIONS 


The Presbyterian Church of Canada as 
now constituted drew back when union was 
being promoted in 1925, and their history 
in the past six years seems to vindicate 
their wisdom. This Church has now an 
enrolled membership of 180,680 in 1,330 
congregations, an increase of 16 per cent 
since the disruption. The prairie provinces, 
which suffered most severely at the time, 
report a growth of Presbyterian member- 
ship of up 600 per cent. In the Church at 
large are 1,200 Sunday School teachers with 
140,000 scholars. The Presbyterian Church 
has in the past six years raised $4,674,056 





to replace church buildings taken over by 


the United Church of Canada. One would 
make no reflections on other churches, but 
it is clear that if there is to be a realign- 
ment in Canadian Protestant Christianity, 
the continuing Presbyterian Church will 
make the finest rallying-point imaginable 
for evangelicals—Ernest Gordon, in the 
Sunday School Times.

Esau Sells His Birthright 
(Temperance I ) 





Genesis 25:27-34 

Golden Text:—And every man that 
striveth for the mastery is temperate in all 
things. Now they do it to obtain a cor- 
ruptible crown; but we an incorruptible — 
I Corinthians 9:25. 

After years of married life, Isaac and 
Rebekah had no children to gladden their 
hearts. In response to Isaac’s entreaty 
twins were born whose names were Esau 
and Jacob. The Lord revealed to Rebekah 
that the elder should serve the younger. 
The common law among the Israelites was 
that the elder should have the place of 
pre-eminence. 


I. Boys with a Difference (v. 27). 


Esau and Jacob were in decided con- 
trast. They differed in appearance and 
disposition. Every child born into the 
world possesses a peculiar bent which we 
call “individuality,” back of which is per- 
sonality. No two are exactly alike, even 
twins as Esau and Jacob. The wise parent, 
the wide-awake teacher, the educator seeks 
diligently to discover this individuality in 
every child and to give it direction accord- 
ing to the laws of the individual being. 

1. Esau Was a Man of the Field. 

He was energetic and of a roaming dis- 
position, impulsive, and self-indulgent. He 
lacked foresight and was under the sway 
of appetite. He doubtless delighted in ad- 
venture. In all probability he was well 
liked by his friends. He was a hail fel- 
low well met. 

2. Jacob Was a Man of the Home. 

He was a home boy, choosing to look 
after the flocks and herds and other affairs 
at home. He was not, however, a negative 
character, for he showed great capacity for 
affection and administration. 


II. Parental Favoritism (v. 28). 


1. Isaac Loved Esau Because He Did 
Eat of His Venison. 

He ought to have loved him because he 
was his son. It is a sad commentary upon 
a father that his love for his son had such 
a sordid basis as that of his stomach. Isaac, 
however, is like many today whose love is 
secured through their appetites. 

2. Rebekah Loved Jacob. 

We are not told why she loved Jacob. 
Naturally his being much at home would 
cause a peculiar love to spring up between 
him and his mother. Perhaps it was be- 
cause of his being of a similar disposition. 
Both Jacob and his mother displayed unu- 
sual traits of eunning. Cleverness is the 
bond which strongly binds together many 
people. Many hold the respect of their 
friends because of their shrewdness irre- 
spective of their moral qualities. 


Ill. A Brithright Sold (vv. 29-34). 
1. Esau’s Profanity (Heb. 12:16, 17). 
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He sold his birthright for a bowl of 
pottage. The birthright was the right of 
being at the head of the patriarchal family, 
a position of honor and influence as well as 
being the inheritor of a double portion of 
the father’s estate. 

Esau came from hunting, physically ex- 
hausted. In this moment of distress he 
thought only of that which promised im- 
mediate satisfaction. He was willing to re- 
linquish all claim upon the future if only 
his present desire could be gratified. The 
noun “profane” occurs but five times in the 
New Testament, the verb but two times. 
A study of the latter (Matt. 12:5; Acts 
24:6) shows the meaning of the word, “a 
disregard of things sacred.” Thus for a 
moment’s sinful pleasure profane men and 
women are throwing away innocence, hap- 
piness, and their souls eternally. This is 
most serious, for their acts are irrevo- 
cable. 

It was right that Jacob should have the 
birthright for it was according to God’s 
plan which had been announced (v. 23), 
but his scheme to get it is to be condemned. 
He took advantage of his brother’s weak- 
ness to drive a sharp bargain. The same 
thing is practiced when under the force of 
necessity unlawful interest is exacted or 
property is bought under price because one 
is obliged to sell. To get rich at the ex- 
pense of another is to practice Jacob’s sin. 
Modern competitive business methods to a 
decided extent are of this type. Let each 
one ask himself, “Is my name Jacob?” 
The end never justifies the means. God 
said, “The elder shall serve the younger.” 
It was His plan that Jacob should be at 
the head of the family, and God was there- 
fore able to bring about His own plans. 





May 15 
Jacob at Bethel 
Genesis 28:10-17 
Golden Text:—And, behold, I am with 
thee, and will keep thee in all places 
whither thou goest, and will bring thee 
again into this land; for I will not leave 
thee, until I have done that which I have 
spoken to thee of—Genesis 28:15. 


I. Jacob’s Flight (v. 10). 

1. The Occasion (27 :34-46). 

Jacob had by deceit and trickery secured 
Isaac’s blessing. Because of this, Esau 
determined to kill Jacob as soon as his 
father was dead. When Rebekah realized 
that Esau’s anger was hot against Jacob, 
even to the point where he was likely to 
kill him, she urged him to flee to her 
brother Laban. Rebekah had a mixed mo- 
tive. She not only realized that remaining 
at home meant death, but she realized that 
if Jacob remained in that land, he would 
likely marry a heathen woman and thus 
defeat God’s purpose regarding the cove- 
nant nation. This latter she pressed upon 
Isaac as a motive for sending Jacob away. 
Isaac at once recognized the wisdom of her 


He knew that success or fail- 
ure of one’s life is largely determined by 


suggestion. 


his marriage. He, therefore, readily com- 
plied with Rebekah’s request. He did not 
meet the situation by proposing to send to 
Haran for a wife for his son as his father 
had done for him. Isaac, alive to Jacob’s 
destiny, issued his command as to mar- 
riage and bestowed upon him the covenant 
blessing which had come from God Al- 
mighty to Abraham (Gen. 17:1). This 
covenant (Gen. 28:1-4) embraced 

a. A numerous offspring (v. 3). 

b. Possession of the promised land (v. 
4). 

c. Blessings of the Abrahamic covenant 
(v. 4). 

2. The Journey (v. 10). 

He went toward Haran. He seems not 
to have gone the common road, so as to be 
less likely to be overtaken by Esau should 
he discover his flight and pursue him. He 
was fleeing from an outraged brother in 
order to save his own life. We should 
learn from the experience of Jacob, Isaac, 
and Rebekah 

a. Be sure your sin will find you out. 

Jacob deceived his father. He, in turn, 
was deceived by his children. Rebekah 
paid dearly for her deception. Jacob was 
wrenched from her because of the wrath of 
Esau, and she was never again permitted 
to see him. 

b. Wrong home life has its perils. 

Isaac knew that the blessing was to be 
Jacob’s, yet he planned for Esau to have 
the place of pre-eminence. He was willing 
for the sake of a little venison to give to 
Esau that which God had planned for 
Jacob. Rebekah’s scheming against her 
husband in his old age enables us to see 
that where such relationships exist chil- 
dren will not likely turn out well. 


II. Jacob’s Vision (vv. 11-15). 

Jacob’s soul was peculiarly tested. He 
had to leave home and mother. On the 
way to Haran night overtook him and he 
was obliged to sleep in a field with a stone 
for his pillow and the canopy of heaven 
for a covering. It was under such circum- 
stances that the ‘Lord gave him the won- 
derful vision at Bethel. Luxury and heav- 
enly visions do not usually go together. 
This finds illustration in John on Patmos, 
Stephen looking into heaven while being 
stoned, and John Bunyan in Bedford jail. 

1. The Ladder Reaching from Earth to 
Heaven (v. 12). 

This suggests a means of communication 
between earth and heaven, between man 
and God. It showed Jacob that in spite of 
his awful sin there was a way to heaven 
for him. Jesus Christ is the ladder con- 
necting earth and heaven for us (John 
1:51; 14:6; Heb. 10:19, 20). In the in- 
carnation Jesus Christ descended to earth’s 
lowest depth and made a way upon which 
human feet might climb to heaven. 

2. Angels of God upon the Ladder (v. 
12). 

They were ascending and descending 
upon this ladder. These angels were the 
divine helpers to render needed assistance 
along life’s way (Heb. 1:14). Though un- 
seen, God’s angels guide and protect us 
on. our earthly pilgrimage. They ascend 
unto the Father with our needs and de- 
scend unto us with God’s supply. 
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3. The Lord above the Ladder (vv. 13- 
17). 

To show Jacob that the ladder did not 
merely reach into space, the personal God 
appeared and talked with him. God's :nes- 
sage to him was filled with infinite grace: 

a. He declared that He was the God of 
Abraham and Isaac (v. 13). 

Thus assuring Jacob that the same hand 
that guided his fathers was over him. 

b. He renewed the covenant as to the 
land (v. 13). 

Though Jacob was now fleeing from the 
land, yet the covenant would not fail, for 
Jacob would return and his seed should 
yet possess it. 

c. He assured him of numerous seed 
(v. 14). 

His descendants would spread abroad to 
the north and south and east and west. 

d. The divine presence to be with Jacob 


(v. 15). 
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God promised not to leave him till the 
covenant promise should be fulfilled. When 
Jacob awoke to the realization of such 
grace, he was filled with awe—godly fear. 


III. Jacob’s Vow (vv. 16-22). 

God’s gracious visitation provoked Jacob 
to make a vow. He set up as a monument 
the stone which he had used for a pillow. 
His pouring oil upon it was an act of con- 
secration. He named the place “Bethel,” 
which means “the house of God.” His 
vow included 

1. The Dedication of Himself to God 
(ve2l): 

2. The Establishment of Worship (vv. 
18, 19). 

He declared that this stone should be 
God’s house. 

3. The Consecration of His Possessions 
(y.. 22): 

He obligated himself to give back to God 
one-tenth of all that was given him. 





May 22 
Jacob and Esau Reconciled 
Genesis 33:1-11 


Golden Text:—And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you.—Ephesians 4:32. 

From Bethel, Jacob went to Padan- 
aram to his mother’s people. Here he 
served Laban, his uncle, for twenty years; 
fourteen years for his wives, Leah and 
Rachel, and six years for certain wages. 
In his dealings with Laban he found his 
match. Two schemers got together—“dia- 
mond cut diamond.” 


I. Jacob Departs for Canaan (31: 
11-21). 

The time had come for Jacob to go back 
to his kindred in the land of Canaan. This 
he did according to the Lord’s instruction 
to him (v. 13). Though going forward un- 
der divine direction, his Jacob nature 
caused him to take clandestine leave of 
Laban. When Laban realized the situa- 
tion, he went in hot pursuit of him, but God 
appeared unto him in a dream and warned 
him against any act of violence toward 
Jacob. They formed a compact and Laban 
returned home. 


II. Jacob’s Experience on the Way 
(ch. 32). 

Laban’s return freed Jacob from the ene- 
my who was pursuing him, but he faced a 
more formidable enemy in the person of 
Esau from whose wrath he had fled twenty 
years before. 

1. Jacob Meeting the Angels (vv. 1- 
8). 

Two camps of angels met him to give 
him the assurance that God would be with 
him according to promise. Notwithstand- 
ing this, Jacob continued to scheme. He 
sent a deputation before him with a mes- 
sage of good cheer to Esau. 

2. Jacob Praying (vv. 9-12). 

Esau made no reply to Jacob’s message, 
but went forward with an army of men 
four hundred strong to meet Jacob. In 
his distress, Jacob cast himself upon God 
in prayer, short, direct, and earnest. 

a. He reminded God of the command 
issued for his return and also of the cov- 
enant promise (Gen. 31:3). 


Surely God would not issue a command 
and then leave him in such a strait. 

b. He pleads God’s promise as to his 
personal safety (v. 9; cf. Gen. 28:13-15, 
31-33). 

In praying to God we should definitely 
plead His promises in His Word on the 
ground of covenant relationship in Christ. 

c. He confesses his unworthiness (v. 
10). 

In this is shown the proper spirit of 
humility. 

d. He presents definite petitions (v. 11). 

He laid before the Lord the definite re- 
quest to be delivered from the wrath of 
Esau.

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3. The Angel of the Lord Wrestling 
with Jacob (vv. 24-32; cf. Hos. 12:3, 4). 

In God’s school of discipline Jacob was 
making some improvement, but he was still 
under the sway of self-will and self-trust. 
Though he had laid the matter definitely 
before the Lord, he thought that his schem- 
ing would render God some assistance. 
Accordingly he sent presents ahead to ap- 
pease the anger of Esau. While on this 
journey a man met him and wrestled with 
him, but Jacob knew not who he was. Per- 
haps he thought that Esau had pounced 
upon him in the darkness. He exerted 
every ounce of strength in what he thought 
was the struggle for his very life. The 
morning was approaching and still the 
wrestling continued, Jacob not knowing 
that it was the Lord manifest in human 
form. This is the second crisis in Jacob’s 
life. He did not dare enter the promised 
land under the control of his self-suffi- 
ciency. His self-will must be broken—his 
Jacob-nature must be changed. He was 
humbled by the dislocation of his thigh. 
When thus humbled, he quit wrestling and 
clung to God. He got the blessing when 
he, conscious of his weakness, laid hold 
upon God. 

4. Jacob Gets a New Name (v. 28). 

He was no longer Jacob the supplanter, 
but Israel a prince with God. Jacob had 
an experience at the Jabbok which wrought 
a mighty change in him. Jacob with his 
cunning and deceit was left behind as he 
entered the land. His new name was given 
him after he had a new nature. He came 
face to face with God and face to face with 
himself, and fought the battle to a finish. 
Jacob came to realize that he had been 
struggling with God, for he called the 
place “Peniel,”’ which means “face to face 
with God.” We must all come to our 
Jabboks before we can enter upon the way 
of blessing. We should quit wrestling 
and cling. What God wants with us is 
not contention against him, but a yielding 
to him. Jacob wrestled most of the night 
with God, but it was only when he yielded 
and laid hold of God that he got the bless- 
ing. 
III. Jacob Meets Esau (33:1-11). 

God had evidently wrought with Esau, 
for when Jacob approached him the sting 
of bitterness was gone. It was not Jacob’s 
scheming that removed Esau’s anger, but 
the action of God upon his heart. At Jab- 
bok Jacob got right with God, so when he 
met Esau it was an easy matter to get 
right with him. It is easy to get right 
with our brother when once we are right 
with God. When we are angry with our 
brothers, it is evident that our hearts are 
not right with God. 





May 29 
Joseph the Dreamer 
Genesis 37:1-11 
Golden Text:—Recompense to no man 
evil for evil. Provide things honest in the 
sight of all men—Romans 12:17. 


I. Joseph the Favored Child (vv. 1-3). 

Joseph was Jacob’s favorite son. This 
was due partly to the fact that he was the 
son of the wife of his first love and the 
son of his old age, but mainly, no doubt, 
because of his superior qualities. This 


favoritism expressed itself in a superior 
position and more respectable clothes. That 
Jacob should feel partial toward Joseph 
perhaps was inevitable, but that he should 
manifest it was extremely unwise. 


II. Joseph Hated by His Brethren 
(v. 4). 

His superior character was a continual 
reminder to his brethren of their evil deeds. 
The silent rebuke of a righteous life is 
hard for the wicked to bear. His father’s 
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favoritism fanned this hatred into a flame 
which at last burst forth upon him. Paren- 
tal partiality made his life embarrassing 
because of the attitude of his brothers. Such 
parental indiscretion may lead to murder. 
The good are not always loved. One should 
not be discouraged because there are some 
who dislike him. 

III. Joseph’s Dreams (vv. 5-11). 

God showed to Joseph by means of these 
dreams his future. Oftentimes young men 
and women see in visions something of 
what God has planned for them. They 
have foregleams of their future work and 
mission. It was right for Joseph to have 
these dreams because they were from God, 
but perhaps he was indiscreet in making 
them known. Oftentimes the manner in 
which a thing is done offends more than 
the thing itself. Joseph may have shown 
some self-conceit. 

1. The Obeisance of 
Sheaves (vv. 5-8). 

This was rightly interpreted by them to 
mean their subjection and obedience to him. 
his intensified their hatred. It was hard 
enough for them to endure the father’s 
favoritism, but to have this dream narrated 
which pictured his rule over them, was 
more than they could endure. There are, 
however, times when truth must be told 
even though it may hurt and wicked men 
use it to their own advantage and the dis- 
comfort of others. 

2. The Obeisance of the 
and Eleven Stars (vv. 9-11). 

This dream is wider in its application 
than that of the sheaves. The eleven stars 
are identical with the eleven sheaves. The 
sun and moon is rightly interpreted by his 
father as representing his father and 
mother rendering obeisance to him. This 
dream created within his father’s mind a 
suspicion of a lurking ambition of selfish- 
ness and vanity in Joseph’s bosom. He 
rebuked him for it, but possessed the good 
sense to observe it. The hatred of his 
brethren has now ripened into envy. 


IV. Joseph’s Mission of Mercy to His 
Brethren. (vv. 12-17). 

His brethren had gone to Shechem about 
fifty miles distant from Hebron where was 
abundance of pasture for their flocks. Jacob 
became anxious about their welfare and 
sent Joseph to find out their condition. 
Knowing the attitude of his brethren to- 
ward him, he no doubt realized that his 
mission was fraught with grave danger. 
It meant exposure to highway robbers, 
wild beasts, and the murderous hatred of 
his brethren. Undeterred by the envious 
hatred of his brethren, he willingly re- 
sponded, “Here am I.” 


V. Joseph’s Reception by His Breth- 
ren (vv. 18-28). 

As soon as they saw him their hatred 
began to burn. 

1. Their Murderous Plot (vv. 18-22). 

They said, “Behold, this dreamer com- 
eth. Come now therefore, and let us slay 
him.” They thought to prevent these 
dreams from coming true by destroying 
the dreamer. Reuben dissuaded them from 
this act by proposing to cast him into a 
pit, thinking to rescue him and return him 
to his father. 

2. They Stripped and Imprisoned Him 
(vv. 23, 24). 
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His Brothers’ 


Sun, Moon, 


In spite of his earnest entreaty against 
this wicked act, they perpetrated the heart- 
less cruelty of stripping him of his coat of 
many colors and casting him into a pit 
(Gen, 42:21). 

3. Their Feasting (v. 25). 

Their heartlessness manifested itself in 
their enjoyment of a meal perhaps within 
the sight and hearing of Joseph’s cry. 


4. Sold to the Ishmaelites (vv. 25-28). 

In the providence of God, these mer- 
chant-men passed by at the opportune time. 
Judah proposed that they sell him, as no 
gain could accrue from letting him die in 
the pit. Having done this infamous deed, 
they sought to cover it up by lying and 
deceit. They took his coat of many colors 
and dipped it in the blood of a kid and sent

Joseph the Worker 
Genesis 41:46-57 

Golden Text:—Seest thou a man dili- 
gent in his business? He shall stand be- 
fore kings; he shall not stand before mean 
men.—Proverbs 22:29. 

From the title given by the Lesson Com- 
mittee, it is evident that they intended in 
the teaching of this lesson that Joseph’s 
success should be shown to be the result 
of his fidelity as a worker. Far be it from 
our intention to minimize the legitimate 
rewards accruing from honest toil and fi- 
delity of service. But to fail to see that 
Joseph’s success was due to the good hand 
of his God upon him, will be to miss the 
heart of the lesson which the Spirit of 
God designed to convey. 

Joseph was not a self-made, but a God- 
made man. His masters attributed the qual- 
ity of his character, and the success of his 
work to the fact that the Lord was with him. 
I. Joseph Serving Potiphar (39:1-20). 

1. Sold to the Ishmaelites (37:28). 

Joseph was sent by his father to his 
brethren on an errand of mercy. At the 
sight of Joseph the murderous envy of his 
brethren was stirred up. They first pro- 
posed to kill him in order to prevent his 
dreams from coming true. Finally the pru- 
dent suggestion of Judah to sell him pre- 
vailed, and he was carried to Egypt and 
sold as a slave to Potiphar. 

2. His Prosperity While a Slave in 
Potiphar’s House (39 :2-6). 

The secret of Joseph’s prosperity was the 
divine help (v. 2). This prosperity con- 
sisted of 

a. Being accorded the privilege of Poti- 
phar’s house. 

By “house” is meant his private residence 
instead of fields or public buildings. 

b. He became Potiphar’s personal at- 
tendant (v. 4). 


Observing Joseph’s fidelity, Potiphar 
committed unto him his personal affairs. 

c. He was made overseer of Potiphar’s 
house (v. 4). 

As a personal attendant he proved him- 
self to be so capable that he was made ad- 
ministrator of his estate, including his 
household. He, no doubt, purchased all 
the supplies and personally had charge of 
the servants. 

d. He brought prosperity to Potiphar 
(v. 5). 

The Lord blessed Potiphar for Joseph’s 
sake. This blessing was upon all that he 
had in the house and in the field. 

e. He possessed an attractive personal- 
ity (v. 6). 

His fine physique and-commanding per- 
sonality were gifts from God. All our gifts 
should be consecrated to the Lord who 
gave them. 

3. His Temptation (vv. 7-20). 

His very attractive person became his 
peril. Potiphar’s wife became infatuated 
with this handsome slave and attempted 
to induce him to commit adultery with her. 
He resisted this temptation because yield- 
ing would have been to sin against his 
master and his God. The man who is 
faithful to God will be faithful to his fel- 
low men. 


II. Joseph Serving in Prison (39:21- 
40:23). 


1. Overseeing Prisoners (39 :21-40:4). 

Being defeated in her wicked purpose, 
Potiphar’s wife accused Joseph falsely. Be- 
cause of her charge, he was thrust into 
prison. Potiphar must not have really be- 
lieved his wife’s story or else he would 
have put Joseph to death. He did to him 
the least that was possible under the cir- 
cumstances. Because of his purity of life 
and unflinching loyalty to God and man, 
God was with him even in the prison. 

a. Favor with the keeper of the prison 
(v. 21). 

This keeper was none other than Poti- 
phar himself (40:3; cf. 39:1). 

b. Charge of the prisoners (v. 22). 

Potiphar knew Joseph’s ability and faith- 
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fulness, therefore gave him employment of 
the most important kind in this new place. 

c. Favor with God (v. 23). 

Joseph’s success was due to the hand of 
his God upon him. How important it is 
that the life be yielded to God so as to 
enable God to work through him instead of 
attempting to make one’s self. 

2. Interpreting the Dreams of the But- 
ler and the Baker (40:5-23). 

These were two very important offices 
in Pharaoh’s court, their business being to 
provide the drink and food of the ruler and 
his household. It was most important that 
proper food and drink be provided and that 
the monarch should be protected against 
poison. The nature of the offense of these 
officers is not disclosed, but it was evidently 
of a most serious character. These offi- 
cers had disturbing dreams. When Joseph 
observed their sadness he made inquiry as 
to the cause. This shows that Joseph had 
not become selfish through his own mis- 
fortune. He interpreted their dreams. His 
interpretation was favorable to the butler, 
who gave his pledge to Joseph that he 
would intercede with Pharaoh for him 
when he was set free. 


III. Joseph Serving Pharaoh (41: 
1-57). 


1. Interpreting His Dream (vv. 1-32). 

For two full years Joseph remained in 
prison forgotten by the butler. Pharaoh’s 
dream of the fat kine and lean ones and the 
full corn of the ear and the blasted ones, 
brought to Joseph a great opportunity. The 
failure of the wise men of Egypt to inter- 
pret his dream caused the chief butler to 
remember what Joseph had done for him. 
When this was brought to Pharaoh’s at- 
tention Joseph was brought out of prison. 
He made known to Pharaoh that it meant 
seven years of plenty followed by seven 
years of famine. 

2. Advising Pharaoh (vv. 33-36). 

He suggested to him that part of the 
produce be stored up during the years of 
plenty that there might be food for the 
people in the famine period. The plan ap- 
pealed to Pharaoh as being feasible and 
assigned the task to Joseph, investing him 
with authority to execute it. He became 
prime minister of Egypt and this exalta- 
tion was signalized by his marriage with 
Asenath, the daughter of the priest of On. 

3. Preparing for Famine (vv. 37-52). 

During the seven years the earth brought 
forth most plentifully. Large provision 
was made. The amount of food stored up 
was beyond computation. Clothed with 
royal authority, Joseph went over all the 
country and gathered and stored the food 
in all the cities through the full seven years 
of fruitfulness. 

4. Selling Food to Needy (vv. 53-57). 

a. The predicted famine arrives (v. 53). 

b. Bread was to be found in Egypt only 
(v. 54). 

This was the result of Joseph’s fore- 
sight and wise preparation. 

c. Distribution in the hands of Joseph 
(vv. 55-57). 

He opened the storehouses and sold food 
unto the Egyptians and foreigners. Just 
as he had superintended the storing of the 
goods, he now superintended their distribu- 
tion. The famine became so serious that 
even the Egyptians were destitute.

Unrepentant and Repentant 
Matthew 27:4 

I. Unrepentant Confession: 

1. Pharaoh confessed, “I have sinned,” 
three times (Exod. 9:27; 9:34; 10:16), and 
every time he hardened his heart more. 

2. Balaam said to the angel, “I have 
sinned” (Num. 22:34), and still he per- 
sisted to go his way (see Mic. 6:5; II Pet. 
2:15; Jude 11; Rev. 2:14). 

3. Achan said, “I have sinned against 
God” (Josh. 7:20), but concealed every- 
thing shrewdly. 

4. Saul, the king, confessed three times 
“[ have sinned” (I Sam. 15:24; 15:30; 
26:21), but did not repent. 

5. Judas Iscariot cried, “I have sinned 
in that I have betrayed innocent blood” 
(Matt. 27:4). 

In all these five cases the underlying 
motive of their sin was greed. “Love of 
money is the root of all evil” (I Tim. 
6:10).

1. Job. “I have sinned .... Wherefore

2. David. “I have sinned against the 
lord. And Nathan said unto David, The 
Lord also has put away thy sin; thou 
shalt not die’ (II Sam.

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THE MARRIAGE OF THE KING’S 
SON 


“The kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
certain king which made a marriage for 
his son and sent forth his servants to call 
them that were bidden to the wedding” 
(Matt. 22:1, 2). 

The progress of the gospel throughout 
the era of grace is outlined in this par- 
able of the kingdom of heaven. 

It shows that the Jews were first bid- 
den to partake of the royal bounty of 
grace. They would not come (v. 3) al- 
though entreated by John and the disciples. 

“Again he sent forth other servants” 
(v. 4). After Pentecost God’s servants 
went again to the Jews declaring the gos- 
pel in its fullness and freeness. “They 
made light of it” (v. 5). They spitefully 
treated and even slew some of the mes- 
sengers of grace. 


The king, hearing of it, “sent forth his 


armies ... and burned up their city” (v. 7). 
This we see fulfilled in the rush of the 
Roman armies upon Jerusalem in A. D. 
70. 

A third invitation follows: “Go into the 
highways and as many as ye shall find, 
bid to the marriage” (v. 9). This new 
outburst of grace was the invitation sent 
to the Gentiles. Even Saul, the perse- 
cutor, was converted and went into the 
highways calling the Gentiles to the feast. 

All that is required is that those accept- 
ing the invitation should wear the proper 
wedding garment (v. 11). This is the robe 
of righteousness provided by the King 
Himself (Isa. 61:10; Rev. 19:8). 

The mission of God’s church today is to 
carry this invitation to those lost in sin 
until the elect number known to God is 
made complete (Rom. 11:25). God is tak- 
ing out from among the Gentiles a people 
for His name (Acts 15:14).—Keith L.

Writing from the non-liturgical and liberal 
standpoint, the professor of religious educa- 
tion in Oberlin’s graduate school of theology 
presents a very suggestive “Study of the 
Crucial Problem of the Protestant Churches.” 
He rightly believes every service should aim 
to be in itself a creative spiritual experience 
for the worshipers, bringing them more effec- 
tively into the presence of God. Protestants 
tend to be too subjective, centering their 
thought like many a hymn upon themselves 
and leaving the worship largely to the min- 
ister; whereas Catholics focus attention on 
the miraculous presence of God wrought in 
the Mass, though this rite appeals chiefly to 
their senses rather than reason. 

Dr. Fiske would “salvage the Reformation” 
by restoring through a sane mysticism the 
large values unwisely discarded in rejecting 
papacy. This would help restore real worship, 
preserving the spirit of wonder for which 
Protestants starve, and with objective hymns 
and impressive ceremony would awaken the 
spiritual dynamic in our emotions to listen 
for God’s inner voice. Similar arrangements 
in separate assembly rooms, grading the serv- 
ice to the age of participants, are already be- 
ing provided for children in churches of re- 
cent construction. Thus he would make 
Christians more worshipful and save the 
Church from its impending desertion. 

But has he not missed the central mystery 
which is wholly spiritual, our fellowship with 
Christ, that should equally pervade the entire 
service whether it be the Lord’s Supper or 
not? We suspect he is trying to salvage what 
Modernism takes away when dethroning the 
Bible as inerrant revelation and ceasing to 
watch for Christ’s return as the Church’s goal. 
However, his ideas are fruitful on many 
points deserving consideration.

Humanism and Christian Theism, 
by William Hallock Johnson, D.D., Ph.D. 


These are lectures delivered by Princeton 
Theological Seminary, 1930-31, on the L. P. 
Stone Foundation by the president of Lin- 
coln University. Both the educational posi- 
tion of the lecturer and the high character 
of his previous books prepare the reader to 
expect a discussion that will be worth while. 
Moreover, the prominence of modern Hu- 
manism together with its false and dangerous 
teachings demand that some one handle the 
subject who has the learning and the mental 
qualifications of a man like Dr. Johnson. 
Few Christian thinkers have the time to 
study the subtle teachings and various rami- 
fications of such a subject and to expose its 
errors, therefore we are all the more grate- 
ful that when such an emergency arises God 
has already prepared the man for the task. 
It will be unnecessary here to attempt to set 
forth the views of the author, more than to 
say that he has a clear understanding of the 
issues at stake and is a convincing defender 
of the faith. In five chapters he discusses 
Humanism and History, Humanism and Re- 
ligion, Humanism and Science, Humanism 
and Philosophy, Humanism and Morals.

Nearly twelve hours of the day and eve- 
ning were devoted to confession and inter- 
cession, especially on behalf of the nation 
in its present distress and spiritual need. 

Invitations had been sent to ministers and 
lay men of Chicago and its suburbs to unite 
with the faculty, students, business staff 
and employees in this service of supplica- 
tion. In extending this public invitation 
Dr. Gray expressed the conviction that “the 
nation’s trouble comes from neglect of and 
rebellion against Jehovah and against His 
Anointed, and nothing but repentance and 
confession of sin can avert His heavier 
hand upon us.” 

The hours spent were intensely devotion- 
al and calculated to create profound heart- 
searching. The spirit of intercession and 
the desire to be sincerely right with God 
were intensified to the closing moment of 
this solemn occasion.
